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CONGRESS OPENS 


ALTHOUGH the formal opening of the twenty-first Zionist 
Congress at Geneva only took place on Wednesday night, and the 
discussions are therefore still in their earliest stages, the various 
preliminary assemblies of the parties} and the less formal talks of 
delegates provide some fairly clear indications as to the lines of 
thought which are uppermost in the minds of Zionists at the 
gathering. 

To judge from these it would seem that at present, while there 
is virtually unanimity in rejection of the British Government’s 
White Paper policy, there is considerable difference. of opinion as 
to how and how far resistance to this policy is to be carried out, 
Discussion along these lines must prove largely pointless because 
_ it is obviously a question of degree ; 
amounts to acquiescence in fact. In any case such argument must 
lead to matters of detail, and above all, Congress should be wary 
of being led into that kind of deliberative quagmire. In the short 
time available it must keep its eye on principles—on principles 
clearly stated and clearly grasped. If it fails to observe this pre- 
caution it will leave an Executive and Actions Committee closely 
controlled in the matter of a few details, which circumstances 
may well deprive of significance, while completely uncontrolled in 
vital policies leading to the gravest issues. 

It is more gratifying to observe that already emphasis is being 
laid upon the fact that the fight against the White Paper is a 
struggle against that particular policy of the present British 
Government and does not in any way affect the broad stream of 
fellowship, in ethical outlook and general political philosophy, 
which exists as a blessed fact between the British peoples and the 
Jews of the world whose conscious political expression is the 
Zionist movement. It is no accident, but a profound historical 
process, which has caused the destiny of the Jews to be bound up 
with that.of the English-speaking peoples. The paramount neces- 
sity is to awaken both peoples to this fact, and the White Paper 
is to some extent the measure of Zionist failure to convince those 


resistance sufficiently restricted © 


British politicians responsible for it upon this fundamental point, 
however wickedly mistaken those politicians may be. 
argument for a Zionist leader to declare : “ We have not failed. 
It is others who have failed us.’’ By such reasoning every political 
defeat may be euphemised. To admit failure is by no means 
the same thing as accepting blame. But an honest admission is 
the first step'to repairing the damage and to bites a repetition of 
past mistakes. 

To the political relationship between the Zionist movement and 
the Mandatory, Congress should give its most serious attention. 
It is useless to pretend in the present circumstances that that 
relationship has been anything but a failure from the Zionist point 
of view—indeed equally from that of the interests of Great Britain 


which are gravely threatened by the White Paper. Indications of 


a consciousness of this fact appear from the movement which has - 


shown. itself for a better Zionist political representation in London, 
Whence the personnel for this work is to be found is indeed 
difficult to see, for they must obviously be men of a calibre com- 
mensurate with the magnitude of their task, With the profoundest 
respect for those Zionist politicians whom the Yishuvy has so far 
produced, it is plain that for the work in London the outlook 
inevitable in one whose life is rooted in Palestine is a heavy 
handicap. Only exceptional genius could rise above this difficulty, 
and genius is a rare bird. To a very great extent the same objec- 
tions maintain concerning Zionists of-other nationalities, though 
perhaps least of all concerning those of the United States. But 
while Zionists bred amidst British surroundings have outstanding 
advantages for such work, it must be admitted that the paucity of 
the active Zionist following in this country affords a painfully 
restricted choice of suitable persons. Again it comes back to the 
question of leadership, for not the least test of a leader is his 
ability to attract the right lieutenants. 

Amongst the most hopeful signs in the pape expressions 
of Congress opinton is the growing insistence upon an active and 
constructive policy for securing Arab-Jewish friendship. Again, 
without imputing blame, the plain facts show that whatever efforts 
-have been made in the past have pitiably failed, and that the Arab 
extremist mischief-makers have got away with practically every- 
thing. Here also Congress should Seek to learn from past 
mistakes and lay down clear and unequivocal lines of policy to 
correct them. For this work the Yishuv—and not merely the 
close political parties thereof—can provide ability and qualifica- 
tions in abundance. It can find men, near in sympathy to the 
outléok of the ordinary Palestinian Arab, men who can compel 
those Arabs to realise how their extremist leaders have been play- 
ing the game of Totalitarian Dictators, the most unscrupulous 
enemies of the Arab peoples. It can find men who can convince 


athe Arabs of the true situation: that the Jewish National rehabilita-— 


tion under the egis of Democratic Britain means freedom and 
prosperity for the Arab peoples, while assistance to the Dictators 
who are with cynical outspokenness avowing their intention to use 
the Arab rebellion as a pawn in their plans means din the 
ravening beast which is seeking to devour them. 

In one respect the timing of Congress has been unfortunate. 
The findings of the Permahent Mandates Commission on the 
White Paper are only available to-day, and it will be a few 


weeks before the Council of the League can pronounce its decision. © 


In that respect, therefore, Congress is called upon “to legislate in 
the dark.’’ But a broad view of all the contingencies should not 
allow this uncertainty to befog it or to lead it to shirk its 
responsibilities. It will be a thousand pities if the Commission’s 
report is allowed to fall like a smoke-bomb amongst Congress 
deliberations. Facts are more potent than findings, and the facts 
about Palestine, about Zionist policy in the past, and about the 
uncertainty of the international situation are patent in their bearing 
upon Zionism. The delegates, then, must hold fast to essential 
Zionist principles, must realise that, for better or for worse, Zionism 


_ has got to work in co-operation with the Arab peoples in Palestine 


and with the peoples of the British Empire, and that co-operation 
and independence are perfectly compatible—as the British Commen- 
wealth of Nations has proved. And let them, along these lines, 
lay down such broad policies for the future as will wrench Zionism 
free from the process of political decline symbolised by the iniquitous 


White Paper. 
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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


REFUGEE PROBLEM—TWO SURVEYS 

Two important documents surveying the present situation of the 
refugee problem were issued at the end of last week. There was the 
report of Sir Herbert Emerson, the High Commissioner for Refugees, 
to the League Council, and Sir John Hope Simpson's review of the 
situation since September last, which he has produced for the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs, more familiarly known as “ Chatham 
House.” Though these documents approach the problem from some- 
what different angles, there is much in each that is confirmatory of 
the other. Sir John’s review presents within the compact compass 
of some hundred pages a clear and authoritative picture of the situa- 
tion as it has developed during the period of which he treats. Though 
both documents reveal the magnificent efforts by private charitable 
organisations—Sir Herbert estimates that since 1933 “the total con- 
tribution by charity was at least £15,000,000—they both make it 
quite plain that so far as anything like a practical grappling with 
the problem is concerned the achieyements have been negligible. 


MONEY OR MIND? 

SoME time ago, a Dutch Committee engaged upon this problem came 
to the conclusion that the key to its solution could be found if funds 
of sufficient proportions were available. Money, they argued, would 
open many doors; and there is evidence from the two documents just 
issued to lend support to this theory. But Sir John, in his review, 
shows that this is by no means the whole story, even though for any 
solution vast sums will be necessary. A careful study of his review 


and the High Commissioner's report lead to a different conclusion and, - 


indeed, confirm the opinion which has more than once been expressed 
in these columns: that a solution can only be found if the civilised 
countries:of the world approach the refugees not as an overwhelming 
torrent of objects for charity but as a stream of potential wealth, 
a stream that can be organised into a source of abundant profit to 
those who avail themselves of it. A change of mind in this direction 
would lead to far more definite results than any amount of money 
alone could produce. 


PLENTY OF SCAFFOLDING 

A DEPRESSING feature of the whole business 1s provided when it is 
realised how many Committees and quasi-governmental bodies have 
been created and recreat@l, how many schemes and proposals have 
been argued and examined, and how little practical results have been 
achieved. There is scaffolding in abundance, but a peep inside shows 
that even the foundations have not yet been dug. To make any 
impression with anything like speed upon the growing numbers of the 
refugees, it has been rightly argued: that mass colonisation—in its 
widest meaning—is the obvious method. But here again there. is 
no sight of any building inside the several hopeful hoardings that 
have been erected. Meanwhile, the egregious plan of settling Jews 
in Abyssinia has cropped up again, connected with the name of 


Heer Gildemeester, a Dutch philanthropist. The desperate nature 


of the situation may excuse desperate measures. But such a scheme, 
though doubtless well meant, is a gross insult both to the honour and 
intelligence of the Jewish people. It is inconceivable that even in 
their present plight they will submit to such an exploitation ‘of their 
misery. Any question of settling Jews beneath-a Fascist regime which 
has degraded its Jewish citizens and proclaimed them pariahs is beneath 
contempt. While as for the actual land in which these settlements 
under Italian aegis are proposed, Heer Gildemeester might be reminded 
that Jews do net receive stolen property. 


CHAPLAINS FOR THE FORCES 


Tue sudden increase in the numbers of the armed forces of the Crown, 
both regular and territorial, has created considerable difficulties ‘in 
the provision of an adequate Chaplaincy for Jews who are serving. 
A good many complaints have been heard concerning cases where 
numbers of Jews have been in camp and have seen religious services 
organised for other non-conforming groups, but none for themselves. 
Now while it is easy to complain, it is only fair to bear in mind 
that the adaptation of the normal arrangements to fit this sudden 
expansion is bound to take time, that the Ministers, including the 
Senior Jewish Chaplain himself, have for the most part exacting duties 
to perform for their own congregations, and that the Army Adminis- 
tration through which arrangements have to be made, is working 
under exceptionally heavy pressure. All the same, while bearing in 
mind these difficulties, it is most necessary that every effort should be 
made to equip the Chaplain’s office adequately for its increased task, 
and it is not too much to ask that the United Synagogue, who have 
clways borne an important share -of responsibility for this work, 


sould give the present deficiencies their serious and. immediate 


attention. There is an excellent tradition in the forces which accords 
particular respect to those religious sects which show respect for their 
faith, and an unfortunate impression would inevitably be created jf jt 
were felt that the Jewish Community of this country were indifferent 
as to the religious welfare of its members in the services. 


ANTI-SEMITISM AMONGST THE PACIFISTS 

Ir anyone were asked what political sects would be most likely to be 
proof against the infection of anti-Semitism, it is more than likely 
that the pacifists would immediately be considered for inclusion in the 
list. Yet, as an article in this issue on recent developments in the 
Peace Pledge Union reveals, such an estimate would scarcely do justice 
either to the subtlety of pro-Nazi propaganda or the susceptibility of 
the innocent to its intrigues. Indeed, a feature of the methods of Nazi 
disrupters is the brazen cynicism with which they proceed. Only a 
few years ago, Nazi Germany was hunting pacifists, and even to-day 
men are rotting in concentration camps for no other “crime” than 
that of subscribing to pacifist beliefs. Yet the network which emanates 
from the Nazi spider has not hesitated, through channels often 
innocent, to attempt to harness the leading pacifist movement in Great 
Britain to its purposes. Fortunately, as the article referred: to suggests, 
this development has been discovered -in time. But not before many 
honest pacifists have had their minds poisoned by the “ Jews-are- 
warmongers dope. 


OSTRICHES AND DUPES 

Tuts revelation of the insidiousness with which anti-Semitism is being 
injected, as a result of Nazi determination to use it im their policy 
of disrupting the nations they would destroy, has a significance far 
above what would at first glance appear. To the optimistic ostrich wlio 
prefers the sight of sand at close range to‘that of danger but a little 
farther off, it will be seen as merely an attempt to infect a body with 
only 127,000 members. But the P.P.U. membership ts largely com- 
posed of persons who feel very strongly their individual moral respon- 
sibilities, who must have at least a little of the crusader spirit which 
seeks to struggle for a moral issue, and who therefore are likely to have 
an influence far wider than their numbers would suggest. Furthermore, 
it shows that if such unlikely ground as pacifism can be utilised for 
Nazi anti-Semitic propaganda, how much more easily can this “ fifth- 
column ” work of the Nazis be pursued in other spheres of opirion. 
It emphasises the necessity for eternal vigilance on the part of all 
citizens of the Peace Front nations if the Nazi war. scheme— 
one of the foulest political conspiracies that has ever been enginecred 
by a nation in pursuance of aggression—is to be frustrated. 


THE SELIGMAN CASE 


Our Jerusalem Correspondent this week deals at some length with 
the Seligman case, previously reported in these columns, in which Mr. 
Max. Seligman, a Jewish lawyer of Tel-Aviv, was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment for alleged assistance of “ illegal” immigra- 
tion. Mr. Seligman is a British subject who was born and brought 
up in Swansea, Wales. Now there are grave reasons to believe that 
the case was the occasion of some very serious offences against judicial 
procedure—so grave as to raise its importance far above anything that 
the charge or the punishment would ordinarily merit. If one went 
no further than the evidence which was admitted at the trial that the 
principal witness for the prosecution, a police officer, was officially 
instructed “to implicate Seligman if at all possible,” it would be a 
case for serious consideration by the Colonial Secretary. The last 
has assuredly not been heard of this case, which, to use a convenient 
phrase, has placed British justice rather than Mr. Seligman on trial. 
It should be the subject of a thorough and impartial examination, and 
if in the process something rotten in the judicial system in Palestine 
is revealed and corrected, from Mr. Seligman’s evil experience good 
may come. Bui delay in the matter may well lead to greater wrongs 
done to cover up lesser. -It is to be hoped that the-Colonial. Office 
will realise this and also: that the judiciary is the one department in 
government in which scandals can only be hushed up to the public 
peril. 


THE RIGHT SPIRIT 


THE little story about the civil court in Buenos Aires, Argentina, which 
refused thé applicat.ca of a Jew to change his son’s name from Isaac 
to Ignacio, on the ground that to grant the petition would be to 
admit that Argentina was anti-Semitic, may well carry a happy 
significance far wider than would appear. The implication would 
seem to be that the court wisely realised that any act by an official 
body which might be construed into such an admission, would be an 
act conveying an insult to the state for which that body functioned. 
In other words, that for a nation to be anti-Semitic is a disgrace. 
If this be a correct reading of the facts, then truly can Argentina, 
as represented by this particular civil court, be considered established 
among the enlightened nations of the world, whose numbers, alas, 
have been diminishing of recent years. For once a people have 
placed anti-Semitism in its rightful category, which is that of moral 
and political disgrace, then they have completed one of the most 
powerful steps of rearmament, against not only the insidious and 
unremitting efforts of the aggressors, but against the equally dangerous 
internal enemy of moral and social decay : |

MR. LOUIS DELOW 
A Pioneer Zionist - 


The death has occurred in London of Mr. Louis Delow, one of the 
first Zionists in this country and a talented Hebraist. He helped Dr. 
Herzl found “ Beth Zion,” the first Zionist society in England, and 
had been an active member of the Zionist Federation since its 
inception.

Mr. ISAAC TOMKIN (Dublin)

HERZL’S FIRST TUTOR

There died recently in Vienna, at the great age of ninety-five, Dr. Leopold 
Ehrenhaft, the first tutor of Theodor Herzl. -Though it was 
some sixty years ago, when Herzl was six, that Dr. Ehrenhaft knew him, 
he told me some interesting details about the early days of Herzl when 
| last saw him. “ Herzl was an extremely beautiful child,” he recalled. 
“ His parents used to dress him with great care, and when I went for a 
walk with him in Budapest, everybody used to turn round and admire 
him. His parents were very proud of him. Mother and son loved each 
other dearly. and this love deepened still more after his sister died.” 
Dr. Ehrenhaft used to say with sorrow that he never thought he would 
survive his famous pupil. A son of Dr. Ehrenhaft, by the way, is Dr. 
Felix Ehrenhaft. formerly Professor of Physics at the Vienna University. 
A friend of Professor Einstein, he now lives in the United States.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GOVERNMENT 


One often hears it said that religion and politics should be kept 
apart, but it is certain that the doctrine finds no support in the Bible. 
There we see politics and religion brought into the closest association, 
both in theory and practice. Prophets like Isaiah and Jeremiah were 
statesmen as well as religious guides, and they often vehemently opposed 
the policy of the Court, especially in its relationship with neighbouring 
nations. | 

In the week’s Sidra we have a reference to a fundamental political 
problem which has exercised men’s attention throughout the ages and 
is much to the fore at the present time, viz., the system under which 
they as a community are best ruled. After a long and bitter struggle 
against autocracy, several countries secured the freedom of democratic 
government; but to-day we witness the astonishing spectacle of peoples 


‘surrendering their hard-gained liberty and reverting to the system which 


had been formerly regarded as intolerable. -The comparative merits 
of democracy and totalitarianism are being debated in most parts of 
the world to-day. The twentieth century has likewise raised the 


question of the monarchy in an acute form, and many thrones have 


been overturned during the: past few decades. | 
The problem of how the Israelite Commonwealth was to be governed 

could not be overlooked in the Mosaic legislation, and the subject is’ 

treated in the 17th chapter of Deuteronomy. “ When thou art come 


unto the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee and shalt possess 


it, and shalt dwell therein; and thou shalt say, I will set a king over 
me, like as all the nations that are round about me; thou shalt in any 
wise set him king over thee whom the Lord thy God shall choose; one 
from among thy brethren shalt thou set King over thee.” The text 
proceeds to enumerate certain regulations which were to control the 
king’s relationship with his people. 

This is a very remarkable passage and contains an ideal of govern- 
ment which is truly astonishing when the time of its composition is 
considered. Then, as for centuries afterwards, the king's will was 
unfettered and his power over his subjects absolute. He often claimed 


to be divine, and was worshipped as a god.* The conc®ption 


of the “ divine right ” of kings has survived to modern times. In England, 
less than two hundred years ago, it was generally believed that the 
touch of a garment worn by the monarch cured certain diseases. 

The Biblical doctrine of kingship is free from all such irrational 
and harmful ideas. Although the king was chosen by God and 
designated His “ annointed,” nevertheless it is emphasised that he was 
“one from among thy brethren.” He was a human being like his 
subjects. and therefore could lay no claim to be a god or treated as such. 
His thoughts must be for the welfare of his people and not for his 
dignity and self-aggrandisement. Hence the’regulations that he must 
not multiply horses, wives, or gold and silver for himself. The king 
existed for the good of his subjects, not the subjects for the good of 
their king. 

Most striking of all was the prescription that when he succeeded to the 
throne, the duty devolved upon him-of writing with his own hand a 
copy of this section of the Pentateuch. “ And.it shall be with him, and 
he shall read therein all the days of his life; that he may learn to fear 
the Lord his God, to keep all the words of this law and these statutes, 
to do them; that his heart be not lifted up above his brethren and that 
he turn not aside from the commandment to the right hand or to 
the left.” | 

Here is the essential point of the Hebraic ideal of government. The 
form it takes is of secondary moment; what is all-important is the 
spirit in which it functions. Even when the rulership is entrusted 
into the hands of an individual, he is not above the law but, like the 
citizen, subject to its dictates. The end of government is the happiness 
of the persons who comprise the State. That is the principle which 
clearly underlies this Biblical teaching. It is consistent with both 
republicanism and constitutional monarchy, and is the essential spirit 
of democracy. What runs directly counter to it is the totalitarian 
doctrine which is seeking to establish itself at the present day. Under 
this system the concept of the State is supreme, the citizens being 
nothing more than instruments for its advancement. They are 
necessary pawns upon the board for the playing of the political game. 
Their lives and fortunes are to be used unreservedly for the achieve- 
ment of national ends. 

The crisis of our time has been brought into being by the clash of 
these two forms of government, and that is the real issue to be decided. 


_Upon the outcome of the conflict depends -the destiny of mankind for 


many generations. Fundamentally, then, we may detect in the events 
of our day a revolt against the Biblical doctrine of the relationship 
between Government and the governed, and this vital fact may be 
@ reason why the Jew has been thrust into the hottest part of the 
battle. The Jew and the Bible stand together, and one cannot be 
destroyed so long as the other persists. : 


The longing for freedom is deeply rooted in the human heart; and 
though it may be temporarily weakened by hard circumstances among 
certain peoples, it cannot be entirely eradicated. It will assert itself 


again; and from this assurance springs the conviction that the Hebraic 
ideal will ultimately triumph. |

SIR JOHN HOPE SIMPSON REVIEWS 
THE SITUATION 


Proposals for Bringing Order Out of Chaos 
THE CHILDREN SHOULD STAY. HERE 


“ Urgent problems to be faced immediately are provisional refuge 
for some 100,000 new refugees from Central. Europe; the settlement 
of about 50,000 Central European refugees now in the Western Euro- 
pean countries where they have found asylum; and the emigration of 
50,000 temporary residents,” states Sir John Hope Simpson in his 
review of the refugee situation since September, 1938. (The Review 
is published by the Royal Institute of International Affairs.) 

Writing of the possibilities of settlement, Sir John gives the following 
steps as being necessary before any improvement in the situation can 
take place: 

_ |. Adequate provision for temporary refuge, which would abolish 

conditions which drive refugees to seek illegal entry. 


2. An extension of the studies as to the possibilities of overseas 
countries. of immigration. 


3. -An approach on normal economic lines to the problem of 
settlement. 


4. The establishment of a clearing office for the redistribution of 
skill and labour. 


5. The creation of an international ee to provide settlers 
with advances for settlement on a basis of deferred payments on the 
revolving fund system. 


6. The creation of a setilement corporation to make and execute 
the arrangements for large-scale settlement. 


On the subject of the “economic approach,” Sir John considers 
that child refugees in Great Britain should be allowed to stay after 
their period of training. “ The country requires young people. . . . 
The younger ones, at all events, will grow up English in their habit 
and outlook, and their absorption in English life should present no 
difficulty. In France .. . it has been suggested that the young people 
trained should be bound to remain in the country for a given period.” 

Mass settlement and infiltration should not be considered as com- 
peting alternatives but as complementary. By infiltration, Sir John 
sees the chance of enriching newer countries by the diffusion of. the 
skill, culture, and enterprise concentrated in Central Europe. He dis- 
counts the usual view that settlement on a large scale must necessarily 
take an agricultural form. 

“The ideal settlement appears to be a combination of the urban 
and rural elements, the development of town life taking place as soon 
‘as the background of agricultural production is sufficient for local 
needs.” But any settlement scheme now has to be carried out under 
pressure, “as if the founders of the New Zealand community had to 
carry out in ten years the work accomplished im a century.” 


Four Big Problems — 


Sit John sees four problems in: connection with Jewish refugees from 
Germany : 
1. Emigration overseas of about 50,000—half the refugees at 
present in Western Europe. 
2. Removal from Germany to overseas countries in the next five 
_ years of 185,000 Jews under forty-five, and over 200,000 dependants 
as soon as the pioneers are established. 


3. Removal of other groups liable to persecution—not less than 
200,000 


“he Provision for groups now in places where they cannot remain. 
The following are a few of the conclusions drawn by Sir John Hope 
Simpson about “countries of refuge”: 


PALESTINE: Perhaps the most serious result of the illegal immigra- 
tion is that it upset the scheme for orderly immigration of persons 
prepared for settlement. The illegal immigrants were not necessarily 
useful colonists. It would be tragic if this prevents the acceptance of 
those who are being carefully trained for emigration to Palestine. 
It also endangers the balance maintained between urban and rural 
occupations. 


UNrTepD States: There is fear of refugee competition as in European 
countries, but a refugee in the States is not an alien but an ordinary 
immigrant who can take employment wherever he finds it. Con- 


sequently, the United States is likely to profit on a larger scale from 
the specialised skill available than France or Britain. 


ARGENTINA, BRAZIL, AND CrtLe: These are likely to offer the best 
opportunities for immigration. 


British Guiana: Fhere is the possibility of urban development side 
by side with land settlement; of creating a real community life and 
obtaining in time self-governing institutions. 

Domrmuons: These fear that enclaves of unassimilated 


foreigners will be created, and therefore group settlements will be 
discouraged. 


BELGIAN ConGo: It is reported that the Belgian Government hav 
granted 2,500 visas. 


SIR HERBERT EMERSON’S REPORT 
Pressing Need for Financial Aid 
TRIBUTE TO PRIVATE RELIEF ORGANISATIONS 


In Ins first report to the Assembly of the League of Nations on 
the International Assistance to Refugees, Sir Herbert Emerson, High 
Commissioner for Refugees, summarises the present Situation as 
regards emigration. “So far as group settlement is concerned,” he 
says, “ there are openings available in several countries, but the cost 
involved for action on a big scale is very large, and the private 
organisations are finding difficulty in arranging for the necessary 
finance.” | 

Discussing the problem of refugees from Germany and Austria, 
Sir Herbert pays tribute the the forbearance and practical sympathy 
shown by the Governments of countries coniiguous to German terri- 
tory, “ who, in spite of the economic and other difficuliies, refrained 
from closing their frontiers against irregular entry for several months, 
and were generous in the issue of visas.” | 
- Exact figures of the number of refugees who left German territory 
during 1938 are not available, he says, but it is certainly not less 


_ than 120,000, and some estimates place it as high as 140,000. It has 
been estimated that in Europe alone there are 60,000 persons wholly — 


or partly dependent on private organisations for their maintenance 

Regarding refugees from former Czecho-Slovakia, Sir Herbert 
points out that the Polish Government made it clear that they could 
not contemplate the permanent residence of refugees in the country, 
and that, having regard to their own Jewish problem, they could only 
allow Jews to enter to the extent to which he was able to give 
assurances regarding their early evacuation. The British Committee 
emigrated approximately 700 refugees from Poland to England between 
March 15 and June 30, and several hundred were allowed to enter 
Norway and Sweden. Measures for the evacuation of others. who 
are still in Poland are under consideration by the British Com- 
mittee, he says, whose ability to carry on the work is dependent on 
the grant of further funds by the British Treasury. 

“So far as refugees from the Sudetenland are concerned,” states 
Sir Herbert, “resources are not available to finance the emigration 
of Jews on a considerable scale. Moreover, if persecution of Jews 
in Bohemia and Moravia and in Slovakia were to create still another 
category of refugees, the inevitable result would be to postpone a 


solution of the problem of emigrating Jews from German territory.” 


£15,000,000 from Charity 


Sir Herbert estimates that since 1933 not less than £10,000,000 
has been contributed in cash from private sources in connection with 
the relief, maintenance, and emigration of refugees from Germany 
and Austria. If contributions in kind and hospitality by private 
families be included, the total contribution made by charity is at 
least £15,000,000. This takes into account £1,000,000 spent directly 
on réfugees who settled in Palestine. 

“ Unfortunately,” says Sir Herbert, “ there is no immediate prospect 
of any decrease in the need for moncy. Expenses tend continually 
to rise. The splendid efforts made by the private bodies continue 
unabated, but unless new sources of finance become available, it is 
difficult to see how the various schemes of: large-scale settlement can 
be financed. When I toured Belgium, I was impressed by the possi- 
bility of training refugees there through the co-operation of the 
Government, under the direction of a private body. I am now in 


_ correspondence with the leading organisation in Belgium, which is 


preparing a scheme for equipping certain training centres.

“1 feel greatly the absence of any fund out of which I can from 
tine to time help the private organisations which are concerned with 
refugees from German territory,” Sir Herbert concludes. Apart 
from this, there is great scope for improving and extending the system 
of training in various countries, but the private organisations are 
unable to give adequate financial assistance. The League of Nations 
would be in a much stronger position if its representative were able 
to give some financial assistance to the private bodies, which have now 
to bear practically the whole of the burden. They deserve all the 
support that can be given them, for they are doing magnificent work in 
difficult and often depressing circumstances, and one of the very 
few redeeming features of the present tragedy is the manner in which 
thousands of workers in many countries are tackling a problem which 
tends to increase rather than diminish. After‘seeing much of their 
work during the past six months, I cannot express too highly my 
admiration of it.” 


The Assembly decided that the High Commissioner should not 
provide direct assistance from his funds to refugees, but authorised 
him to make allotment to such organisations and official bodies as he 
considered best qualified to help. 


WANDERERS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN 
Treated Like Lepers 


GHASTLY SCENES ON CARGO BOATS 


There have been further reports of the protracted misery of stranded 
refugees during the past week. 

The steamer Parita, which arrived at Smyrna with a starving cargo 
of 600 refugees last week, sailed again on Tuesday with enough food 
and coal for two days. It is believed that it is returning to Constanza, 
but since’ the refugees are not Rumanian it is very doubtful whether 
they will be allowed to land. For days there were shocking scenes 
on board, when the half-crazed wretches threatened to kill the captain 
if he obeyed the orders of the Turkish authorities to leave the port. 

At Fenike, a small port in Southern Anatolia, two tramp steamers 
crammed with Czech refugees attempted to land their passengers, but 
were thwarted by the police. One of the ships went aground and 
‘the refugees had to be taken off. When it was refloated, they refused 
to return to the ship and police forced them aboard like cattle. 

Several refugee families from Germany are marooned on a deserted 
island in the Danube, near Rustschuk. They are waiting for a boat 
to take them down to the sea, and in the meantime are not allowed 


to leave the island. Food can be brought to them only with great 


difficulty, and they have no good drinking water. 

Several Jewish families, former residents of Bulgaria, have been 
expelied from the country because they are foreigners, and are living at 
Varna tin expectation of being repatriated. 

Tne Bulgarian Minister in Washington is said to have denied that 
the deportation of foreign Jews from Bulgaria was due to racial 
reasons. Each case, he stated, was due to personal considerations, the 
iciivites of the person in question being deemed inconsistent with 
the preservation of public order in Bulgaria. 

Ihree boats carrying Jewish refugees from Ltaly tried to land at 
Monaco last week. The first group of thirteen persons was handed 
over by the police to the French authorities. Their physical condition 
was such that they were taken to a charitable organisation. The other 
two boats, containing twenty-five Czecho-Slovakian, Austrian, and 
Polish Jews, were intercepted by a French customs patrol. | 

A traffic in German Jews anxious to go East has come to light at 
Antwerp and certain Dutch ports. They obtain the visa of a small 
State overseas from one of its honorary consuls in Germany, who 
retains a substantial proportion of the visa fee. Armed with the 

foreign visa, the Jew can then leave Germany. He usually enters 
Belgium secretly and books a passage in a small cargo boat for an 
Asiatic port, with the terrible results described above. 


Several hundred Jewish women are to attend special cookery classes 
opened in Prague by the Women’s International Zionist Organisation. 
Diplomas received at these classes are regarded as sufficient by the British 
authorities for granting permits to refugees wishing to take up domestic 
service in England. More than 200 women with these certificates have 
already been able to enter England. 
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SHANGHAI REFUSES TO TAKE MORE 
Last Refuge for the Homeless Closed 


The Municipal Council of the International Settlement in Shanghai 
has banned the entry of Jewish refugees from Europe, except in very 
exceptional cases. The Council’s example was followed shortly after 
by the authorities of the French Concession, which adjoins the Inter- 
national Settlement. The Japanese military authorities in contro! of 
the native part of the city imposed a ban some days ago. The number 
of refugees in the city is estimated at 12,000 by the official Japanese 
Domei Agency. And so the last unrestricted place of refuge is closed, 


OUT OF THE FRYING PAN —— 
Italian Government Plans Abyssinian Settlements 


Herr. Steinfeld, one of the chief officials of the Viennese Jewish 
Community, and Heer Gildemeester, a wealthy Dutch philanthropist, 
have just returned from Rome, where they discussed with the Italian 
Government the possibility of settling Jews in Ethiopia. The 
Gildemeester Action, a body which assists Austrian-Jewish refugees, 
will shortly send representatives to Abyssinia to find suitable territory 


‘for settling many thousands on the land. 


According to reports-from Vienna, a preliminary project is already 
in the hands of the Italian authorities. It is believed that both the 
climate and the soil are suitable for the proposed settlement. At 
the moment, however, there is disagreement between the authors 
of the plan and the Italian Government as to whether to settle the 
emigrants on the highlands bordering on Lake Tsana or in a more 
southern area. | 

Detailed plans of the first five villages, whose construction may 
be started in June, 1940, have been drafted by engineers and tech- 
nicians in Vienna, states the report. They are designed to take 15,000 
settlers, and each would have a Synagogue and a Catholic church. 

There are about 15,000 Austrian refugees at present in Italy. 


STRONG MEASURES IN MILAN 


[From a Correspondent) 


All aid committees for refugees in Milan were closed down by the 
authorities on Tuesday. 

Two months ago, German and Czech Jews received permission to 
stay in Italy up to six months, but for the last two weeks permission 
has been refused. The police in Milan, where most of the emigrants 
live, now only permit a stay there of. three ‘to fifteen days, regardless 
of whether the immigrant possesses money or not. The main require- 


‘ment now™is evidence that the refugees will re-emigrate. There are 


about 2,500 in Milan, and those whose permit has expired are being 
sent to Genoa, Venice, and Turin. 


ROOSEVELT CONFERENCE POSTPONED

TEMPORARY U.S. VISAS TO BE PROLONGED 
President Roosevelt’s Piomise 


Following the suicide in New York of Frau Langer, a refugee from 
Czecho-Sjovakia, reported in this column last week, Congressman 
Sabath, of Chicago, had an interview with President Roosevelt. The 
President condemned the conditions responsible for such tragedies 
and promised to extend the temporary visas of refugees in the United 
States until permanent residence was arranged for them, or other 
homes found, 

Frau- Langer had only a temporary visa, and it was her fear of 
being deported that drove her to commit suicide with her children. 


** DOUBLE-REFUGEES ” IN PERIL 


_ The provision of English visas for Jewish refugees who have arrived 
in Prague from Austria and Germany has recently almost stopped. 
No reason for this change has ‘been disclosed although it is causing 
acute anxiety. The position of these people is particularly dangerous, 


and further delay in getting them out of the country will be calamitous. — 


IMMIGRANTS BRING EMPLOYMENT 


At the conference of the Administrative Committee of the World 
Jewish Congress, held in Geneva on Sunday, an investigation, con- 
ducted in various countries by experts of the Congtess, revealed that 
not only have small and undeveloped countries benefited from enter- 
prises established by refugees, but France, England, Belgium, Holland, 


_ and Scandinavia have also benefited. 


_ In France, about 10,000 workers are employed in enterprises estab- 
lished by refugees, such as the production of textile articles for export, 


leather goods, radio, toys, furs; glassware, artificial flowers, and fruit 


juices, In Belgium, refugees have established 105 large metallurgical, 
chemical, and electrical works,: giving employment to 3,000 workers. 
In England, the factories established by refugees are employing 15,000 
English workers. In. Holland, 300 industrial enterprises established 
by refugees give employment to 10,000 Dutch workers.

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HOW AUSTRALIA DEALS WITH 
HER IMMIGRANTS 


Tests That Must Be Passed 


CAREFUL SIFTING OF APPLICANTS’ 
CLAIMS 


[From a Correspondent] 


An idea is prevalent in Australia that refugees are arriving in such 
large numbers that they will soon be crowding Australians off the pave- 
ments of their own streets. Statistical retugns, however, refute this 
absurd notion. Gross arrivals of Central Europeans during the first 
four months of this year were: the Commonwealth, 2.985: New South 
Wales, up to last March, 1,316. Moreover, the quota for refugee 
permits for the whole of. Australia has been fixed at. 15,000 over 
the mext three years. A Commonwealth officer has been sent to 
London to set up a bureau at Australia House: and meanwhile 
independent and voluntary organisations have taken over the handling 
of the refugee problem in Australian cities. 

In Sydney, the task of dealing with the refugee is mainly in the 
hands of three organisations—the Continental Catholic Migrants 
Welfare Committee, which deals exclusively with Roman Catholics: 
the Australian Jewish Weltare Society; and the European Emergency 
Committee, formerly the German Emergency Committee, which 
handles the cases of non-Catholic, non-Jewish refugees. 

There are three ways in which a refugee can gain a permit to enter. 
He can apply direct to Canberra, and prove that he has. sufficient 
means to support himself and his dependants; he can. be nominated 
and guaranteed by an Australian resident, the guarantee being to the 
effect that he will not become a burden on the State for five years; 
and finally, he can be nominated and guaranteed by a welfare society. 

The Catholic and Jewish societies are each making a thorough 
study of applications sent from London before forwarding nomina- 
tions to Canberra. The refugees of this class are mostly skilled workers, 
some of whom require financial help, and cannot find the full amount 
of their landing money, the minimum being £200. 

As the societies are held responsible for the welfare of these refugees 
for at least five years, every care is being taken to select applicants 
who can earn their livelihood im work that is not already over- 
crowded. Mr. Frank Silverman, the General Secretary of the 
Australian Jewish Welfare Society, told me that among the applica- 
tions he had passed, but which had yet to receive official sanction, 
were some from an expert in synthetic resins, a tree nurseryman, a 
precision mechanic, a Diesel engine expert, a surgical instrument 
maker, a waitress, and a master -milliner. Amorg the applications 


not approved were those of several clerks, a salesman, and a traveller 
in chemical products. 


Three Investigation Committees 


Most of the applicants, after filling in special forms, must run 
the gauntiet of at least three investigation committees—first in London, 
then in Sydney or Melbourne or another capital, and finally 
in Canberra. | 

Mr. Silverman stated that not all the refugees are Jewish. Of every 
5,000 permits to be granted, at least 1,000 are to be set aside for non- 
Jewish refugees. A number of these applications are coming direct 
to Canberra or through the European Emergency Committee. So 
rapidly has the business of this Committee grown that it has now 

ermanent offices in Sydney. It does not guarantee refugees, nor 
promise to find employment for them, though it may find guarantors, 
and it advises applicants on the possibility of continuing their careers. 
Its Chairman is Miss Camilla Wedgewood, Principal of the Women’s 


College at Sydney University: 


Miss Wedgewood, who was one of the founders of this Committee, 
also helped to found the New Australian Club, which welcomed new 
Australians last Armistice Day at the Toc H rooms. Now the Club 
has become so popular as a meeting place for Australians and refugees 
that special rooms are taken every Friday evening. 

Most of the new arrivals are enthusiastic in their praise of Sydney 
and its people, but some have found it difficult to obtain accommoda- 
tion because of a prejudice against them in certain areas. While they 
are looking for suitable homes and ways of earning a living, it is 
naiural that they should take temporary quarters as close to the city 
as possible. This has led, however, to the erroneous idea that they 
are forming colonies of their own. On the contrary, -the refugees 
are anxious to become assimilated. They are doing their utmost 


to acquire an Australian accent and local mannerisms, and to become 
accepted citizens of the land. 


WELFARE SOCIETY’S SETTLEMENT SCHEME 
No Intensive Colonisation 
Mr. Paul A. Cohen, a founder of the Jewish Welfare Society and its 


first Hon, Secretary, has returned from a world tour, in the course of ' 


which he discussed the refugee problem in Australia with British and 
American’ Jews, and found’ them willing to subscribe towards the 
training of refugees in farm work in Ausiralia and to help them buy 
land. It is planned that the colonists should pay back the money as 
pra work progresses, so that eventually they will possess their own 
arms, 

So great is the demand amongst refugees arriving in Australia to 
learn agriculture that the Society has had to purchase several more 
acres as an extension to its training farm in Sydney. About forty 
refugees are at present being trained on the farm, and others who have 

gh the course are already farming on their own on a small

tere object of the Society's scheme is to establish hundreds of small 


in all parts of Australia where the settlers can earn a small but

comfortable living. There is no proposal to estaliish colonics of 
refugees in the Commonwealth, says the Society, for it considers 


such a move would be against Federal policy arid probably also against 
the personal interests of the refugees. 


LATEST IMMIGRATION FIGURES 


Immigration figures for Australia, issued by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, Dr. Roland Wilson, show that during the year ended 
May, 1939, there was an increase of 11,611 non-British immigrants, 
as against a net increase in the British population of 143. 

The number of British immigrants was 11,058, but 10,915 British 
Australian residents left the Commonwealth. Non-British immigrants 
totalled 13,218, and 1,607 non-British residents left. 

German immigrants numbered 4,254, and cighty-seven German 
residents departed. There was a net increase of 2,756 Italians and of 
1,124 Poles. 

In April, 1938, Mr. McEwen, Minister of the Interior, stated that 
there was not the smallest risk of alien immigration reducing the 
proportion of British settlers to the rest of the population. Assisted 
passages for British subjects to Australia were resumed. in 1938, after 
a lapse of eight years. 


AUSTRIAN STATISTICS 


Since March, 1938, 99,672 Jews have left Austria, according to official 
figures published in the Vienna WeitsLatr. Of these, most of whom 
were from Vienna, 20,677 have gone to North America, principally 
to the United States, 6,321 to South America, 2.404 to Central America, 
6,194 to Palestine, 6,560 to South Africa, and 1,498 to Australia. These 
figures do not take into account the number.of Jews who have been 
helped to leave Austria by private persons, nor do they include halt- 


and quarter-Jews. It is safe to assume that 200,000 have left Austria.

REFUGEE ADMINISTRATION 


I have nothing but praise for the outstanding courtesy which has 
invariably been shown me at Bloomsbury House, and the efficient 
manner in which my inquiries have been dealt with. I have had to 
approach Bloomsbury House on a number of occasions in respect 
of refugees, children and adults, in North Wales, and I can safely 
refute the statements that “an army of young refugee girls and boys 
sit about aimlessly looking bored, without any apparent order.” My 
last interview took place at Bloomsbury House some three or four 
weeks ago at 6 o'clock in the evening. It was followed by another 
at 7 o'clock, and during the whole of that time the staff was obviously 
hard pressed with correspondence and there were still more people 
waiting to be interviewed. I have also some knowledge of a “ business 
house.” I have no hesitation in stating that I have never been 
treated in a more “ business-like” manner nor have I ever been 
received by people who were more capably suited to deal with complex 
problems than those whom I have met at Bloomsbury House — _

In reply to the correspondents in your columns who have com- 
plained of the lack of organisation at Bloomsbury House, I, on the 
other hand, wish to pay tribute to all the workers, paid and unpaid, 
who are giving their services to this cause. Unless one is part of 
the organisation it is impossible to realise the difficulties one has to 
contend with. It is, in my opinion, the, most heartrending, nerve- 
racking, depressing, and self-sacrificing job one can undertake.

THE “LINK” 


The leaders of “ The Link,” in their reply to Sir Semuel Hoare, 
have declared that their only aim is to promote friendship between 
the British and German peoples as a means to peace. But there is 
no “German people” in the political sense as there is a British 
people. There is only a Nazi party; and anyone disagreeing with its 
policy runs the risk of being sent to a concentration camp. — For 
the sake of world peace, even the moral sacrifice of friendship with 
Nazism might be endured.

HERDING CZECH JEWS IN PRAGUE 


Segregation and Boycott 
60,000 TO LEAVE PROVINCES 


Presumably in order to facilitate the boycott and segregation of 
Jews, despite the determined opposition of the Czech people, the 
Gestapo has ordered all Jews to migrate from the provinces of 
Bohemia and Moravia to Prague within the next twelve months, or 
at the rate of about 200 a day. The total provincial Jewish population 

is estimated at between 55,000 and 60,000; and 8,000 of them have 
been ordered to leave their homes within the next fortnight. 

. When they get to Prague, where they will be dependent on the 
local Community, they will find themselves, as a result of a police 
order issued this week,’ kept strictly segregated, with the Jews already 
resident, from the “Aryan” population. For Jews in Prague are 
now barred from the principal restaurants, cafés, public gardens, and 
_ market places. Jewish-owned restaurants and stores must display large 

signs with the inscription “ Jewish firm”; and establishments wishing 
to receive Jewish customers must provide separate premises for them, 
so that “Jews do not come into contact with Aryan guests.” The 
purpose of the order, so it is stated, is “to maintain public security 
and order,” Thus the face of Prague now adopts a completely Nazi 
aspect, and the conquest of the city is complete. ) 

S.S. leader Eichmann, who is in charge of Jewish affairs in Vienna, 
has been put in charge of Jewish emigration from the Protectorate, 
and he is demanding, with bloodcurdling threats, that Jews leave 
the country as soon as possible. Yet Jews who seek to leave are 
administratively robbed of practically all their possessions. In accord- 
ance with the. new policy, the Jewish Emigration Office in Brno has 
been dissolved, and in future the Emigration Office of the Prague 
Jewish Community will deal exclusively with all emigration problems. 

A Jewish delegation consisting of Dr. Kafka, Dr. Weidmann, and 
Frau Schmolka will leave Prague for Paris at the end of the month 
' to obtain assistance from Jewish organisations for the Jews of the 
Protectorate. The delegation is expectcd to visit London. 


Recently twenty-six members of the extremist Fascist Czech Party 
“ Viajka.” led by the Jew-baiter Jan Rys, visited several provincial towns 
where they attacked Jewish shops and Synagogues, and assaulted Jews. 
When they returned to Prague, they were arrested by the Czech police. 


But now, following Nazi intervention, they have been released on the — 


ground that thew arrest was due to “ an error.” 

The time-limit for the registration of Jewish property in the Protectorate 
has now expired. According to press reports, over 100,000 Jews registered, 
but estimates of the value of Czech Jewish property which at one time 
were put as high as 14,000 million marks have now been reduced to 
3,000 million marks. 

A demonstration of Czech peasants in defence of the Jews in Jihlava 
led to a counter-demonstration by Germans, during which a large number 
of peasants, including women, were arrested by the German police. 

A new wave of suicides among Jews is reported from the Protectorate, 
mainly as a result of the great difficulties experienced by Jews in obtaining 
emigration permits. Among the recent cases of suicide is that of the 
Jewish family of Viola, including father, mother and daughter, and of the 
former industrialist Herr Weinberger, with his wife, both of whom were 
over sixty. 


Tie authorities of the Prague Stock Exchange and Corn Exchange have. 


been compelled by the Gestapo, it is reported, to dismiss all the Jewish 
members of their staff.

TENSION IN HUNGARY 
Nazi ** Ultimatum” Report 
HALF-A-MILLION JEWS IN PERIL 


With the reports of a new threat of the extension of Nazi domina- 
tion to Hungary, and even of an “ultimatum” to the Government, 
the Jews of Hungary, so sorely tried during the past few years, face 
a situation of unparalleled difficulty. The Jewish population of 
Hungary proper is 445,000; and there are 105,000 Jews in the province 
of Ruthenia, which was annexed after the collapse of Czecho-Slovakia. 
Already the Jews suffer the restriction placed on them by two Jew-laws. 
Nazi control would almost certainly involve the imposition of the 
Nuremberg laws. 

Admiral Horthy, the Regent, is said to have been ordered by Berlin 
to change his present Government and support a new policy leaning 
towards the Axis and friendship with Rumania. 

According to the TeLeGrarH AND Morninc Post, the procia- 
mation of some form of German protectorate over Hungary would 
cause no surprise in: Poland, which, it is rumoured, has been 
approached by Hungary with a plea for support. | 

The local Nazis are intensely active, and the Government Press 
is accusing them of endangering public security by their irresponsible 
agitation. ‘Large numbers of gendarmes of proved loyalty to the 
Government have been transferred from other parts of Hungary 
to barracks near Budapest. 

In Belgrade, surprises in the South-East of Europe are considered 
imminent. The German Press has been attacking Yugoslavia, despite 
the Press agreement in force between the two countries, and pro- 
Nazis have been placed at the head of the Yugoslav German minority 
group. It is thought that Hitler may shortly present certain strategic 
and economic demands. 


ITALIANS EXPEL FOREIGN JEWS 
Vain Attempts to Enter France | 


While hundreds of Jewish refugees from Germany have been 
admitted mto Italy recently and given permission to stay for six months, 
the. Italian police last week began a new drive against foreign Jews who 
had remained in Italy despite the expiry of the expulsion order (on 
March 12). Several hundreds of such foreign Jewish residents received 
orders to leave the country within four weeks. | 

Some of them landed on Saturday from a boat at Eden Roc, on the 


'. French Riviera, and the aged, the sick, those in charge of children, 


and those possessing more than 100,000 francs, were admitted for a 
period of six months. The rest were returned to the Italian frontier. 
— group landed on the coast of Monaco, and were sent back to 
taly. 

It is expected that about 3,000 Jews will be affected by the expul- 
sion order. Among them are a large number of Hungarian citizens 
who have not hitherto been troubled by the police. 


CONCENTRATING ON THE JEWS 


Racial propaganda occupies first place among the subjects dealt 
with by the National Institute of Fascist Culture. 

Of a total of 20,000 meetings, lectures, etc., organised by the Institute, 
according to a report by Signor Starace, General Secretary of the 
Fascist Party, no fewer than 2,100 were devoted to racialist propaganda 
as compared with 1,800 devoted to the Spanish Nationalist uprising, 
1,800 to Fascist culture, 900 to war problems, 800 to party politics 
and so on. 

The report stresses the fact that the Institute is the centre of 
information on racial questions in Italy, having collected 6,300 Italian 
and foreign works on the subject.

The pretext for the pogrom 
was an allegation that members of the Freiwillige Schutzcorps, the Nazi 
Storm Troopers in Slovakia, had been attacked and beaten by Jews _ 
in the streets of the ghetto. The local Nazi leader, Karmasin, ‘is 
believed to have inspired it. Over fifty Jews are said to have been 
arrested for offering resistance to the rioters. al 
A deputation of Rabbis and Jewish communal leaders is said to 
have endeavoured to see the Premier, Dr. Tiso, in order to appeal to 
him to protect the Jewish population, but he refused to receive them. 
The Bratislava Chief of Police has replied to Jewish pleas for inter- 
vention by issuing a statement that the Synagogues had been attacked 
by the people because they were places where Jews manufactured false 
passports for Jewish Communist refugees from Germany, and ordering 
that all lights be extinguished in the Jewish homes after 6 p.m., in 
order not to provoke the “Aryans.” : 
In Nitra, a bomb was thrown at the local Synagogue by a passing 
motor-cyclist. Little damage was done.

Recently it was announced that the notorious “ Weltdienst " Agency 
had been transferred from Erfurt to Frankfort-on-Main; and it was 
then suggested that the reason for the change was that Frankfort was 
a more convenient distributing centre for the international anti-Semites. 
On Saturday, the VoeLKiscHeR BEoBACHTER announced that depart- 
ments researching into the Jewish question are to be transferred to 
Frankfort, where a special “ Nazi Party Institute for Investigating the 
Jewish Question” is to be established under the control of Dr. 
Rosenberg.

Meariwhile, the “Weltdienst” bulletin announces that an international 
anti-Semitic congress is to be held in Frankfort in the spring of 1940.

BLOOD LIBEL IN BELGIUM

established in America in the State of Rhode Island. -The monument 
is the gift of the local Jewish congregation, which was founded in 
1658, when fifteen Jewish families arrived from the West Indies. The 
presentation forms part of the Newport tercentenary celebrations. 

Mr. W. Selden Washington and: Mr. Elward Jonas Phillips, direct 

descendants of George Washington and Rabbi Moses Seixas, will recall 
an event of 1790 by reading messages that passed between: the first 
President and Rabbi Seixas, the head of the Jewish congregation, 
on the occasion of Washington's visit. The setting will be the steps 
of the old- Touro Synagogue with the Newport Artillery Regiment 
dressed in colonial costume acting as colour-guard, 
_ The monument, a simple pyramid seven feet high and made of 
Rhode Island field stone, beats a bronze tablet inscribed wiih the seal 
adopted by Newport and Portsmouth in 1640 and quoting a famous 
passage from the Charter of King Charlies II of 1663: “ That all and 
everye person and persons may, from tyme to tyme and at all tymes 
hereafter, freelye and fullye have and enjoye his and theire owne 
judgements and consciences in matters of religious concernments.”

Isaac to Ignacio Saler 
on the ground that the Biblical name made the youth the target of 
anti-Semitism. To grant the petition, the court ruled, would be to admit 
that Argentina was anti-Semitic. Instead, it recommended that the 
dossier on the case should be turned over to the education authorities 
for an investigation into conditions at the college where the youth is 
a student, since the applicant had complained that instructors at the 
institution had condoned Jew-baiting activities.

GRAND ORDER OF ISRAEL 
Annual Conference 


{From our Correspondent—Manc HESTER] 


The annual conference of the Grand Order of Israel and Shield of 
David was held at Maccabean Hall and Derby Hall, Manchester. over 


August Bank Holiday week-end. Delegates attended from all parts 
of the country. ; 


The retiring Grand Master, Bro. Morris Wilks, in presenting the report 
for 1938, said that it was tragic that, at a time when racial persecution 
was hounding the Jewish people from country to country, the British 
Government should close the doors of Palestine and repudiate the Balfour 
Declaration. It seemed that the Jewish people's only hope of salvation was 
through its own efforts. The Grand Master praised the work of the Wavs 
and Means Committee (Bro. Tobin, Chairman, and Bro. H. Lucas. Hon. 
Secretary), through whose efforts £1,570 had been collected from the Order 
and lodges towards the £50,000 Refugee Appeal of the Association of 
Jewish. Friendly Societies. The question of the evacuation of staff, the 
preservation of the Order's records, and the ‘carrying on of: the 
administration in the event of hostilities had received the due consideration 
of the Executive Council. 

The administration, which a year ago underwent an entire change-over, 
said Bro. Wilks, was now working smoothly. Not@thstanding all the 
difficulties and tribulations which the officers 
had experienced during the past year, some of 
which were created by misguided brethren 
whose sole object was to embarrass the officers 
in the execution of their duties, these had been 
overcome and the administration was being 
carried out effectively. Bro. Wilks deplored 
the decrease in numerical strength. which was 
affected also by the abnormal death-rate 
experienced in 1938, when £12,409 was paid 
out m benefits. The high rate of mortality had 
continued in 1939, when £6,601 had been dis- 
bursed up to June 30. In order to stabilise the 

position of the Death Benefit Fund, which 
otherwise would be unable to carry on its 
obligations to the members, the Council were 
tabling am emergency resolution for a special 
levy to maintain the Order on a sound basis. 
Bro. Wilks paid tribute to his colleagues, the 
Hon. Officers, and the members of the Execu- 
tive Council for their co-operation, and thanked 
the delegates and members for the courtesy 
— respect which he had received from them during his three years of 
office. 

The balance-sheet for 1938 was submitted by the Grand Treasurer, Bro. 
J. F. Sager, who read the certificate of Mr. T. Howarth, Hon. Auditor. 
He appealed for prompter response in payment of dues by the Lodge 
Officers. Bro. G. Jones, Grand Trustee, supporting the adoption of the 
accounts, said that owing to the declining membership the financial position 
in recent years had become more difficult. Thanks were accorded to the 
Hon. Auditor, Mr. Howarth, to the Grand Lodge Auditors, Bros. H. 
Glensnick and L. Levy, and to Bro. H. IL. Jacobs for their services.

POLITICAL ISSUES SHAPING 
How to Resist the White Paper 


DEMANDS FOR PROGRESSIVE 
ARAB POLICY 


The twenty-first Zionist Congress opened at Geneva on Wednesday 
evening. Some 600 delegates were present. At a prior meeting of the 
Actions Committee it was decided, in view of the international situa- 
tion, that Congress must conclude its deliberations by the end of 
next week. 


[From our Special Correspondent—GENEVA] 


TUESDAY 

Co-operation or non-co-operation with the British Government ts 
going to be the predominant issue at the twenty-first Zionist Congress 
-which opens here to-morrow evening in the Grand Theatre. There 
are nearly 600 delegates present, of whom 223 are Labour, 154 Con- 
federation of General Zionists (Group A), seventy-nine Mizrachi, forty- 
one Union of General Zionists (Group B), ten Left Poale Zion, eight 
Jewish State Party, and fourteen unclassified. For the first time in 
the history of Zionist Congresses in Switzerland, the British Govern- 
ment will not be represented among the visitors to the opening session, 
the British Minister in Berne being away on holiday. 

There is a good deal of talk about non-co-operation, which, in its 
more extreme form, comes mainly from the Mizrachi Party, under 
the leadership of Rabbi Meir Berlin, from group “B™, which is the 
left wing of the General Zionist Confederation, and from the Jewish 
State Party. | 

A modified form of .non-co-operation, however, seems to be the 
prevalent attitude of the delegates—that is to say, refusal to have any- 
thing to do with any institution designed’ to carry out the restrictive 
provisions of the White Paper. But while there will be no break with 
the British Government, Congress will let its views be known to the 
Government in clear terms and it will formulate its own policy. 


Points of View Crystallising 


Among the delegates who have arrived, two points are beginning to 
crystallise. One is a tendency to see the centre of the struggle in 
Palestine, and, by a policy of non-co-operatien in all the institutions 
or acts designed to carry out the White Paper, to destroy the possi- 
bility of that policy being implemented. Another school of thought 
sees the centre of the struggle in the British Parliament, and wants 
to throw a great deal of the strength and personnel of the movement 
into the London Executive, because it feels convinced that if a 
sufficiently strong and clear policy is presented to the British public 
and impressed upon the Government, there are good prospects of 
success, 48 was indicated by the House of Commons debate on the 
White Paper. 

The motive behind this method is partly that of the old Herzlian 
conception that Zionist achievement must be on the basis of public 
law and that it is impossible for the Jews to act in any way which 
would lend suspicion to Zionism being a separatory movement. 
It is also felt by the protagonists of this idea that the general political 
situation in Europe presents a favourable opportunity of bringing 


home to British public opinion the importance of the réle which the ~ 


Jewish people could play in the Near East at the present time. 

rhere is, however, no attempt in any way to depreciate or minimise 
the decisive importance of the struggle in Palestine. But it is felt 
that it is part of the major purpose of the movement to win for 
the Jewish people a status in the eyes of the world which will allow 
them to carry on this work. 

As regards the practical application of this policy, it means that 
the Executive in London should be strengthened in its personnel and 
given wider powers, and that a great deal of the strength of the move- 
ment should be given over to the task of putting boldly before British 
public opinion the demand that the Jews in Palestine s+ould be given 
a full opportunity of continuing their work. 


Strengthening London Executive 


In this connection, the Rev..M. L. Perlzweig has made a proposal 
which has already found a certain amount of support and which 
involves the appointment of six people to the London Executive. Two 
members would negotiate directly with the Government, one of them 
a Palestinian, and the other an American. A third member would be 
at the head-of the Department of Information; a ‘fourth would be in 

charge of an organisation department dealing specially with the needs 
of the Zionist Movement in Western European countries, the British 
Dominions, and America; the function of the fifth member would 
be to do diplomatic work in connection with the protection of the 
interests of the Movement in countries where Zionists are threatened

mmepresentative of the Agency in Geneva and Paris. 
fee 22 addition, it is also part of Mr, Perlzweig’s proposal that there 


CONGRESS OPENS 
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should be set up in Washington a bureau of the Executive in charge 
of at least two American members. 

There has been a great deal of propaganda kere for the federal 
idea which has come principally from American sources. But how 
far Congress is prepared to go into this idea ts at the moment uncertain, 
The chief protagonists of the federal system as the solution of the 
problem refer to the statement of Mr. Malcolm MacDonald before 
the Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, to the effect 
that the British Government White Paper does not exclude a “ federalist 
solution” of the Palestine problem, and urge that this statement 
presents a fitting opportunity for discussion at the Congress. 


Details of Federal Plan 


Instead, they say, of relegating the Jews to the impossible position 
of a hopeless minority of one-third, they propose instead the alloca- 
tion of part of the area of Palestine where the Jews already constitute 
a majority of the. population, as a Jewish province, or State, united 
with the sister Arab State (which would include Transjordan) to form. 
a federal union of peace with Jewish immigration. These two self- 
governing States, while having complete control over their domestic 
affairs and immigration within their own borders, would be equally 
represented in a federal council, having limited powers specifically 
delegated to it as necessary for a successful federal union. 

I have had a talk with Mr. M. Ussishkin, who, when I spoke of 
co-operation on the basis of the White Paper, asked: “ What does 
co-operation mean?” He thought it was meaningless. He said that 
he would press for the election of an Executive which would fight 
tooth and nail for the full rights of the Jews in Palestine, and would 
refuse to consider any other scheme that might yet be put forward, 

It is of interest to note that there are more women among the 
delegates at this Congress than at any previous:’one. 

While a spirit of gloom naturally pervades the delegates, there is 
an entire absence of despondency, but rather a determination to go on 
fighting unflinchingly for the great ideal of building up Palestine as 
a homeland for the Jewish people. :

GENERAL ZIONISTS UNITING ON 
NON-CO-OPERATION ? 


Professor Brodetsky Discusses Active Opposition” 


An important speech was made this afternoon at a meeting of the 
World Union of General Zionists (Group A), and the Confederation of 
General Zionists (Group B), which form the second largest ‘section at 
Congress, by Professor S. Brodetsky. Since Professor Brodetsky 1s a 
member of the Executive, the speech might well be regarded as a 
reliable guide to the ultimate outcome of Congress. | 

It would be futile and dangerous, he said, if Congress spent its 
energies in mere condemnation of the White Paper. That they would 
reject the White Paper was obvious. But the question was: “Is it 
going to be a rejection followed up by acquiescence or by active 
opposition?” And if it was to be the latter, what should be the 
principle of that opposition? Was it to be one of complete non- 
co-operation with the Government or a positive and active rejection 
based upon weighing up all the factors which had to be taken into 
account? In his opinion, the right policy was that of active opposition, 
carefully thought out. : 

He considered that the maintenance of what was known technically 
in Zionism as the British connection was an absolutely indispensable 
part of their policy in the future (Loud applause greeted this statement.) 
He felt that they could adopt a policy of active opposition and 
active rejection in such a-way as to maintain the alliance with: those 
sections of British public opinion who had supported, and were still 
supporting, them; to make it possible for British Jewry to take a 
leading part in this struggle; for the Yishuv to take the leading part in 
the struggle without endangering its own structure; and finally to make 
it possible for the Jews all over the world, in spite of the dangers that 
threatened them everywhere, to join in this struggle. 

Assuming a policy of active opposition, they had at once to make 
it perfectly clear that they completely dissociated themselves from 
any policy of violénce and terror, and from anything which might lead 
in his opinion to the greatest of all possible disasters—confusion 
in the Yishuv or active struggle between the Jewish people and the 
forces of the Mandatory Power. 

The most important external political task was that in Great Britain, 
which carried with it at once the problem of the reconstituting of a 
properly functioning Executive in London. It also meant that they 
would have still further to expand their propaganda service among 
non-Jews, 

Referring to the subject of illegal immigration, he said their attitude 
should be that the responsibility for the consequences of the Govern- 
ment’s immigration policy rested upon the Government alone and 
upon nobody else. 


Professor- Brodetsky then said that part of their political struggle 


- must be that of aiming at working out a policy with the Arabs. That 


was to say, a future policy for Palestine which they could present 


to British public opinion and to all their allies in the world as 4 


reasonable next stage in the development of the Palestine situation. 
I have had two very interesting interviews—one with Rabbi Dr. 
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Goldmann, the President of the Zionist Organisation of Ameri | 
the other with Mr. Tom Williams, M.P. “4 scones 

Whilst the American delegation, Dr. Goldmann told me, would vote 
for the unqualified rejection of the White Paper and for stiff resistance 
to its implementation, it would be opposed to violent methods and 
would rather advocate such methods of opposition as would defeat the 
present policy of the British Government. 

Dr. Goldmann went on: “Congress must point out to the British 
people and to the world generally that one half of Cis-Jordan is 
the Negev and that Negev lies waste as it has been waste since the 
destruction of the Temple. No intelligent British statesman will dare 
entertain the hope that the Negev can or will be exploited for human 
habitation either by the Arabs of Palestine or by the Arabs of the 
surrounding States. 

“Let Mr. MacDonald and Mr. Chamberlain search their. conscience 
and answer whether they prefer to leave the Negev to waste or 
whether they would not rather facilitate making of it a haven for 
refugees. 

“The American delegation will urge the reopening of the question 
of Arab-Jewish relations. We firmly and profoundly’ believe that 
there is a solution of that problem.” 


Mr. Tom Williams’s Advice 


Mr. Tom Williams, M.P. said: 

“In view of the fact that the League Council meet in a fortnight’s 
time and that so far the Government White Paper has been accepted 
only by a very modest majority in the House of Commons and was 
not approved by the Permanent Mandates Comppission, this Congress 
cannot by any stretch of imagination recede me the stand they 
have taken. 

“Clearly the line followed by the leaders, namely, that the White 
Paper is an absolute breach of every promise made and is directly 
contrary to the terms of the Mandate, which was in no way disposed 
of by the two speeches of the Colonial Secretary, must be endorsed 
by Congress. | 

“Should the League Council, for the first time in the history of 
Mandate practice, reject the conclusions of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission, then the whole question will have to be reconsidered.” 

Mr. Tom Williams, too, stressed the importance of Arab-Jewish 
relations as a subject which Congress would have to consider. 

“ When in Palestine,” he told me, “I saw with my own eyes 
manifestations of co-operation between. Arab and Jewish employees. 
if the leaders of the Arabs and of the Jews could and would encourage 
this development, there is hope for harmony between both races.” 

Mr. Williams concluded with a tribute to the Zionist leaders. 

There is to be a change in procedure at this Congress. For whereas 
‘at previous Congresses, following the political statement, we have 
had to listen to inordinately long and often tedious addresses by 
various speakers, there will this time immediately follow a debate 
on the only subject that really matters—the political situation. After 
two or three days’ debate, Congress will resolve itself into half-a- 
dozen Committees of all delegates and each Committee will be devoted 
to a particular aspect of Zionist work. In this way the procedure will 
bs expedited considerably. 

I find that Professor Brodetsky’s speech is warmly approved. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING 


The issue at Congress has now taken definite shape along the lines | 


which | indicated in my earlier dispatches. Almost overwhelming 
support is being received for the “ middle course,” which is a refusal 
to acquiesce in the political development designed to lead to acceptance 
of the White Paper’s conclusions, and .the presentation of a firm 
policy. This course is strongly favoured by Dr. Weizmann, Professor 
Brodetsky, and the Rev. Mr. Perlzweig. 

There is unanimous agreement among delegates of all parties that 
there has been something radically wrong with the machinery of the 
Zionist Organisation and that it badly needs overhauling. The question 
of strengthening the London Executive, it is felt, is highly important. 

About twenty-six delegates from Germany, I have been informed, 
are attending Congress, having received permission from the Gestapo 
to do so. They have formed themselves into a kind of landsmanschaft 
and are not allying themselves to.any party. The same applies to the 
delegates from Bohemia and Moravia (9), and from Slovakia (6). 


DR. WEIZMANN’S OPENING SPEECH — 


Attack on the British Government 
UNITED WILL OF JEWRY IS SUPREME NEED 


THURSDAY MORNING 


As was earlier anticipated, a notable absentee from the opening 
session was the British Minister in Berne. This is the first time in 
the history of Zionist Congresses in Switzerland that the British Govern- 
ment has not been represented at the opening session. Among those 
present were Professor Rappard, Swiss representative on the Perma- 
nent Mandates Commission, of which he is Vice-President, M. 
Justin Godart, a French Senator and President of the French Pro- 
Palestine Committee, and Mr. Tom Williams, M.P. M. Godast strongly 
denounced the White Paper, and Mr. Williams said that the present 
moment was not one for despair, but for determination and a rededi- 
cation to the Zionist cause. White Paper or no White Paper, Jewish 
immigration into Palestine would have to continue. ee 

Dr. Ch. Weizmann began his opening address to Congress with a 
moving description of the sufferings of the Jewish people since the 
last Congress. On behalf of the Zionist movement he thanked those 
nations which were doing their part to alleviate the sufferings of the 
refugees. Referring to the Evian Conference, he said that Zionists 


had submitted plans for the salvation of 100,000 refugees, bui those 


plans were rendered inoperative by the very Government whose duty 
it was to facilitate immigration into Palestine, despite the genuine 
sympathy it had shown with their plight.

SCANDAL OF SELIGMAN TRIAL 


Conflicting Evidence for Prosecution 


* IMPLICATE SELIGMAN IF AT ALL. 
POSSIBLE ” 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, August 4] 


The High Commissioner has made it known to Mr. Max. Seligman, 
the Swansea-born lawyer of Tel-Aviv who was recently sentenced 
to four months’ imprisonment on the allegation of having assisted 
an “illegal” immigrants’ association, that - must decline to grant 
a pardon. It would perhaps be appropriate to review the circum- 
stances of this unfortunate case in their legal aspects in view of 
the very grave political implications involved. 

At the outset, it would. be instructive to examine the background 
of the trial. By an order under the Emergency Regulations, which 
supersede ordinary legislative practice in Palestine and from which 
there is no appeal, the Attorney-General directed that the hearing 
of the case against ex-Police Inspector H. G. G. Goddard and Mir. 
Seligman should be held in Jerusalem, although both are residents 
of Tel-Aviv. The idea behind the Attorney-General's action in trans- 
ferring the case was possibly that a Jewish judge would not convict. 


And the full implication of this manceuvre was apparent when Mr. . 


Seligman in fact appeared before a British judge and an Arab acting 


judge. 


It will be seen that the choice of an Arab judge was particu- 


larly unfortunate as the trial followed shortly after the publication 


of the White Paper, and questions were asked by the prosecition 
based upon the restrictions upon immigration contained in that State- 
ment of Policy. “If I were an Arab,” said Mr. MacDonald in Parlia- 
ment, “I should be passionately opposed to Jewish immigration.” 
The inference might not be lost upon a judge who happens to be a 
member of that race selected to hear charges against a Jew alleged 
to have been assisting “ illegal” immigration into Palestine. 


The Appeal 


Then came the question of the appeal. The Chief Registrar of 
the Supreme Court, Mr. L. W. A. Orr, had been present throughout 
the District Court proceedings in. Jerusalem. It is customary for 
appellants to. file their appeal within the course of ten days after 
a sentence has been pronounced by the Lower Court. Yet apparently 
the Chief Justice was apprised beforehand of certain circumstances 
prevailing in this case, since His Honour himself fixed the date for 
hearing the appeal and ordered that the grounds should be lodged 
without delay. In other words, the instruction to file the appeal 
came from the head of the Palestine Judiciary even before counsel 
for the defence had formulated the substance of their submissions to 
the higher court. At such direction, the formulation of the appeal 
had to be rushed through in three or four days, although the law 
specifically provides ten days as the period of grace. It was apparently 
the Chief Justice's wish to preside at the hearing of the appeal in view 
of his projected departure on leave. | 

In his petition to the High Commissioner for 2 pardon, Mr. Seligman 
submitted that the Court of Appeal and the District Court referred 
to his visit to the Chief Secretary and the Attorney-General, and 
appeared to believe he had called upon both officials to ascertain 
whether any proceedings were pending or contemplated against him in 
connection with “ illegal” immigration, That was not so (as the High 
Commissioner subsequently agreed in his reply). Mr. Seligman had 
applied for the interview with the Chief Secretary several days earlier 
because he (Mr. Seligman) was about to proceed to England. It was 
at the Chief Secretary’s own suggestion that he went to see the 
Attorney-General, and the purpose of his call was to communicate 
in confidence complaints made to him by clients that they had beep 
approached by the police for bribes in order to secure their freedom 
from arrest. 


In the Public Interest . 


The Attorney-General thanked Mr. Seligman for the information, 
which he said was in the public interest. No information was con- 
veyed by Mr. Seligman concerning direct activity of police officers in 


“ illegal” immigration, and the reference to ‘such information having | 


been given was, consequently, a misleading and unwarranted 
manceuvre by the prosecution and wrongly embodied in the judgments 
of the District and Appeal Courts, ; 

Mr. Seligman in his petition analysed the evidence given against 
him by Mr. Walter Gilpin, Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
and pointed out that testimony by a police officer stated to have over- 
heard only one conversation failed to corroborate Mr. Gilpin’s version 
in a number of most important particulars. No statement was recorded 
to show that Mr. Seligman was personally connected with any “racket” 
‘or conspiracy. Moreover, it was inconceivable that he should have 
freely confessed guilty participation in an illegal conspiracy to a 
police officer who stated on oath that he had never previously had 
any intimate conversation with Mr. Seligman and sever discussed 
the matter with him before. (Minutes of District Court case.) Such 
a suggestion concerning the confession could not be believed of any 
person of intelligence, more particularly an advocate of some standing 
gn the profession. 


There were other statements made on which the prosecution failed.

ENGLISH ZIONISTS AND MAX SELIGMAN 


A Petition Urged 


To the Editor of Tar Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Max Seligman is an English Jew who, like his father before him, 
has rendered yeoman service to the cause of Zionism in England. It 
is therefore a matter for surprise and regret that no single voice has been 
raised on his behalf. 

As for his “crime” of helping “illegal” immigrants into Palestine, 
the reports of the trial suggest that it was intended that he should be 
trapped. Max Seligman is being punished not for the offence preferred 
against him but for the zeal which he has-always displayed in helping 
‘ those who were unable to help themselves, especially those who were 
unable to speak the King’s English. It is well known that he is the only 
Englishman, certainly the only English lawyer in Palestine, who has stood 
up fearlessly against the police and other authorities whenever their action 
tended to be arbitrary or in disregard of the rights of the individual. 
What wonder then that he has incurred their odium in champining the 
cause and defending successfully the many Jews who have sought his aid. 

He is now wndergoing his sentence of four months’ imprisonment m 
Jerusalem and thereafter there may be many even who may desire to 
see his future career arrested. Apparently it should be a matter for our 
Jewish Agency to protect him but to anyone having a knowledge of Jewish 
politics in Eretz Yisrael and of the fact that Seligman has always been. 
a freelance, their intervention on his behalf would appear to be doubtful. 

1 wouid therefore strongly appeal to the Zionists of England either 
through the Zionist Federation or by the collective action of Zionist 
bodies of whatever shade of opinion to petition the Palestine Government 
through the Colonial Office to remit the remainder of his sentence.

AN OPPORTUNITY FOR CONGRESS 
_ Giving the Yishuv a Lead 
HOPE OFFERED BY FEDERATION 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, August 10] 


The Zionist Congress is being held at a time when the Yishuv has 
been painfully wondering “ Could confusion be worse confounded?” 
Since the publication of the White Paper, the Yishuv has been anxiously 
awaiting some sign or indication of a determined effort to defeat the 
attempt to put an end to the Jewish process of revival. But no sign 
hds come. There have been some disgraceful acts of violence in which 
Jews, Britons, and Arabs have needlessly lost their lives; but these 
cannot be regarded as part of the Jewish resistance of which there 
were so many grandiloquent trumpetings by the leadership. 

It is to be hoped that the deliberations of the Congress will terminate 
this general indecision and contrive a course of resolute action to 
break the deadlock. If it does not, the Yishuy may be unable to 
control its remarkable patience much longer. 

Any rashly-conceived policy would naturally be disastrous. The 
determination to fight the ban en legal immigration by the only avail- 
able weapon, that of welcoming the refugees who defy the prohibition, 
is largely an attitude of expediency. Moreover. there is ground for 
belief that the Palestine Administration regards the present dimensions 
of the Jewish defence system as provisional and- is considering a 
diminution of the Jewish legal defence forces. If this is carried out 
it will give rise to further expedients; for the Yishuv is by no means 
as sanguine as the British Government and the Palestine Administration 
in its behef that really peaceful conditions are almost established. 

The whole situation demands a radical solution. Palliatives can 
ho longer suffice. It has been my aim in these columns constantly to 
urge one of the means which I, among others, believe to be a siep 
solution, that of an Arab-Jewish understanding 

n vave often outlined methods o jective 
n the basis of which that objective 

Part of the process of reaching that understanding is th 
goodwill. It may also not be inopportune, while tat 
to consider the merits of Federalism. . Regional autonomy is the basis 
of the scheme. And it avoids the difficult minority-majority problems 
the White Paper accentuates. 

{ IS as yet early to say whether the Arab . ‘itori 
concerned would wholeheartedly welcome “Then 
choice is an essential condition for the success of the scheme. But 
would not valuable goodwill be created if the Jewish people were 
to adopt a policy which removed any shadow of doubt of conflicting 
with reasonable Arab desires? Such a compromise would by no means 
Senyo've defeatism. It would show an appreciation of the realities with 
Seen the Yishuv, present and future. is inevitably faced. It might

BOMB EXPLOSION IN JERUSALEM 


Many Jews Injured 
NOTRIM KILLED BY LAND MINE 


Thirteen people were injured in a bomb explosion in the centre of 
Jerusalem on Sunday. Nine of them, including several Women, were 
slightly injured. Of the two more seriously injured, Mrs. Sonia Haus, 
aged twenty-five, was rushed to the Medical Centre, where she was 
delivered of a seven-months’ child by Professor Zondek. The other 


_js Mrs. Malka Schuster, aged twenty-three, of Nathanya. 


Eye-witnesses of the outrage state that the bomb was thrown from 
behind the stone wall of the German Hospital, while others assert 
that it was thrown from a passing taxicab. 

A tender carrying Jewish notrim from Ekhron was blown up by 
a land mine near Husha last week. Corporal Gershon Marmelstcin, 
aged twenty-four, Moshe Woulger, aged twenty-four, and Zeev Roth- 
stein, aged twenty-four, were killed and Khanon Brod, aged twenty- 
four, died later from his injuries. Isaac Feldman, aged twenty-three, 
was seriously injured. 

Later, a house in a near-by Arab village was dynamited. by unknown 
persons. No one was injured. Subsequently an identification parade 
was held in Ekhron, at which an Arab pointed out five people, who 
were arrested. They were released the following day. 

It is officially stated that following the demolition of a house in the 
Arab village Idhnibba on Monday, a police dog followed a trail 
to Kfar Menachem, where a Jewish noter was arrested and five 
bombs and some ammunition were seized. 

According to the Davar, evidence was discovered that the outrage 
had been committed by Arab terrorists wishing to implicate Jews who 
were known to be taking a walk on that day between [dhnibba and 
Kfar Menachem. 

According to a communiqué issued by the Colonial Office, forty- 
eight rifles, nine pistols, as well as a large amount of ammunition, were 
seized and surrendered throughout Palestine on Thursday in last 
meek. 

A British sergeant was killed in an engagement with Arab terrorists ~ 
near Hebron on Sunday night. Next day, police dogs followed a 
trail to Hebron, where a rifle was found in a house and a man was 
arrested. 

A minor gang leader named Fayyed Abdul Kader was captured 
in a cave in Transjordan, together with a large land-mine and a 
quantity of dynamite, by the Arab Legion. 

On Sunday night, all the telephone lines except one between 
Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv were cut. 


ARABS TRYING TO BE FRIENDLY 
‘WITH JEWISH RESIDENTS 


Villager Prevents Serious Disaster

_ Instances are multiplying of Arabs wishing to resume their former 
ties of friendship with the Jewish population, and going out of their 


way, sometimes at the risk of their lives, to protect the Yishuv from 
untoward happenings. It must be remembered that not all the 
relationships have been broken off, and that the surface hostility, 
which the Mufti’s gunmen have been careful to nurture as part of

deposited on the track leading off the highway from Gedera to Gaza. 

He said that several men of his village, Kafr Tina, and terrorists 
had laid this trap for the Jews. One of the settlers asked: “ But what 
made you come here to tell us this? For the past three years, we. . .” 

The Arab cut him short. “It’s quite enough, three years, isn’t it? 
It's enough.” He refused to say anything more. ee | 

His action saved a party of settlers about to leave for Tel-Aviv. 
Their car would have detonated the land-mine. It was found where 
he had indicated it—a formidable infernal machine buried in. the loose 
soil—and rendered harmless by the police, a British sergeant being 
slightly injured in the process. |

She was able to do good work at Copen- 
hagen (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre-

_effect of which would have been to com- 
mit the League to preventing Jewish 
immigration into Palestine except by 
consent of the Arabs. 

Mrs. Adelman intends to devote much 

of her time to the activities of the League 
in Palestine, in which her legal training 
and experience should be of great value. Although she has not 
specialised in divorce law, she has had a number of cases to deal with 
that ‘illustrate the chaotic condition of such law in Palestine. Accord- 
ing to British law, every national must be dealt with according to 
the law of his or her own country—or State, in the case of America; 
and if, as in one case, the parties are Russian, it is almost impossible 
to discover a legal authority in Palestine with knowledge of current 
Russian practice. 

So far as the Jewish Community is concerned, said Mrs. Adelman, 
women suffer practically'no disabilities, but so far as the Government 
is concerned they are treated in the same way as the Arabs. The 
latter have no dégree of equality with their menfolk as yet, and she 
feels that such a difference in status should be taken into consideration 
by the Government. 

Mrs. Adelman is a “Sabra,” a Palestinian-born woman, and her 
family on one side has beer Palestinian for six generations. Her 
father, Mordecai Adelman, .went to Palestine even before the Biluim, 
and was one of the first to recognise the importance of reviving the 
Hebrew. language. He also introduced the first sewing-machine into 
the country, where it was a source of much admiration. 


ARBITRARY DETENTIONS CONTINUING 
Emptying Arab Camps: Jewish Ones Filling 


{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


.The arbitrary detention of Jewish residents and rural settlers goes 
on. Thirty-six residents of Jewish colonies in the district south of Tel- 
Aviv have been sentenced by the military commander at Sarafand 
to terms. varying from three months to one year, the majority being 
sentenced to six months. The sentences of two men, Eliahu Rappo- 
port and Arieh Brettler of Haifa, who have just completed onc year 
terms under the Emergency Regulations, were extended for another 
year. They were the first political sentences to be extended since the 
five-day hunger-strike in the latter part of July in. protest against 
this practice. 

Another man, Moshe Ben Harutz of Jerusalem, was sentenced to a 
year’s detention under the Emergency Regulations. 

It was officially announced last week that during. the fortnight 
ending July 29, 533 Arabs detained in concentration camps had been 


published for the Royal Asiatic Society of Great Britain (of which 
he is representative in the Near East), and has just completed a book 
on “The History of the Jews in Persia,” which is to be published 
shortly by the Jewish Publication Society of Philadelphia, U.S.A.

HEBREW UNIVERSITY PAMPHLET since . 


IN ARABIC 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


A pamphlet in Arabic has been issued by the Hebrew University 
describing its history and development and giving an account of the 
research and teaching work now being conducted there by members of 
the Faculty, The pamphlet has been widely circulated in neighbouring 
Arab countries.

His special field is Oriental 
languages, Islamic culture, and history of the Jews in Islamic countries. 
He has published a’number of studies and works on these subjects,

After paying tribute to the many British statesmen who had shown 
their deep sympathy with Zionism, he regretted that it should be the 
son of the statesman [Mr. Joseph Chamberlain] who was the fore- 
runner of “one of Britain's greatest and most humane acts” who 
almost reversed that act. He was reluctantly compelled to say that 
faith had been broken with the Jewish people. A great myustice 
was being done to them. He went on to attack the Government, but 
said that their quarrel was not with the British people but with those 
responsible for the present Palestine policy. ; 

In recalling the discussions on Partition, Dr. Weizmann reminded 
his hearers of the ever increasing restrictions which had been placed 
upon Jewish immigration into Palestine. He spoke of the Palestine 
Conferences which had been held in London and said that when the 
Jewish representatives were invited they already knew what the 
Government's intentions were likely to be. Despite this and despite 
the introduction into the talks of elements having no locus standi 
“ we decided to confront the hostile forces.” With no other weapons 
than truth and justice they were prepared, as always, to meet anyone 
and everyone. He would refer later (in the political debate) to the 
manner in which those “ negotiations " were conducted. 

He thought that the Colonial Secretary would have been delighted 
if the Jews could have approved his plan “to concede practically 
everything the Arabs demanded.” The Colonial Secretary knew he 
could not secure that and handled the situation in such a way as to 
make both sides appear equaily unreasonable, although one side 
obtained almost everything it had asked for. “Our categorical 
rejection of the new policy was, of course, known to the Government 
in advance of the appearance of the White Paper.” They rejected 
the White Paper as they had rejected the almost identical proposals 
made at the Conferences. 

* Fellow-Zionists,” he went on, “ The suggestion that the policy 
we have hitherto pursued is bankrupt is without foundation. Our 
policy has not failed. We have not failed. It is others who have 
failed us. We trusted Great Britain. We relied upon her good faith. 
We believed her spoken and written word. We desire still to do so. 
Is it our fault if some of her representatives, in power for the moment, 
for some reason find # expedient to abuse that trust? Surely the 
blame cannot be laid to our door.” 


They must continue with their work and maintain their: national — 


discipline., “ We must and we shall defend ourselves, but we must not 
punish the innocent.” They must be guided by their own ethics 
and traditions and reject the law of the jungle. 
In conclusion he said: “ We must be resolute, determined, and above 
all united. The united will of Jewry ts the supreme need of the moment.” 
An important speech was delivered by Dr. Nahum Goldmann. In 
the course of it, he showed the relative significance of Ziontsm and 


‘the many other proposals for settling Jews outside the areas of perse- 


cution. “The whole Jewish people knows to-day,” he declared, “* and 
this is the great lesson rt has learned from the tragedy of recent years, 
that it has no longer any choice, and that Zionism is the only solution 
of its problem.”

The tenth bienntal conference of the Women’s International Zionist 
Organisation opened m the Opera House, Geneva, with a message 
from Dr. Chaim Weizmann. hh was addressed by Mrs. Rebecca Sieff 
and Mrs. Hadassah Samuel, the European and Palestinian Presidents 
of the W.1.Z.0. respectively. Both speakers condemned the White 
Paper policy and called upon Jewish women all. over the world to 
fight for Jewish rights in Palestine. 

The conference, which was attended by 120 delegates, represented 
womens Zionist organisations in every country of Europe and other 
countries, including America, Africa, and Australia. It was addressed 


by Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, President of the Jewish National Fund and . 


the Zionist General Council, Professor Selig Brodetsky, and Mr. Kurt 
Blumenfeld. They called upon the Jewish women to help in c6émbating 
the new policy of the British Government and explained the tasks 
of the present Zionist Congress. 

The conference continued on Sunday in camera.

ART NOTES 


MR. SPIELMANN’S GIFT TO THE NATIONAL 
PORTRAIT GALLERY 


Mr. M. H. Spielmann, art critic and historian, the author of several 
fine iconographies, has collected a great number of portrait drawings 
by English artists. He has just given them to the National Portrait 
Gallery. A selection of these drawings are now om view and are 
worthy of attention more for their historic interest and association 
than for amy special intrinsic value as works of art, 

There hang, side by side, a pencil self-portrait by Fuseli and one 
by Rosetti. The technique of the former is hard, reminiscent some- 
what of Flaxman, and made even harder by an incised line made with 
some sharp-pointed instrument to accentuate the pencil. But the 
spirit of the drawing is fanciful, even somewhat fantastic; the straight- 
forward conscientious little Rosetti drawing is obviously a portrait 
as the artist would have the public believe he ts. 

The most spirited of the self-portraits is a pen-drawing by Jonathan 
Richardson, who obviously had, with good result, been looking at 
Rembrandt's self-portraits. Richardson is interesting historically not 
only as a writer but because he much influenced his ‘son-in-law, 
Hudson, who in his turn was Reynolds's master. 

Phil May, whose masterly satiric and comic drawings we all know, 
has a delightful comment on himself, sitting at his easel and smoking 
a fat cigar. He was a very conscientious draughtsman, and his effect 
of economy of lime was the result of detailed work in pencil before 
he was able to eliminate, until his last stroke in ink suggested al! 
he had previously put in in pencil. 

The little caricature of Beaconsfield is not one of Phil May‘s 
happiest efforts, but I like the strange, almost surrealist, drawing of 
Lord Randolph Churchill with a rampant and raging lion emerging 
from his cut-off skull, a political thrust that is lost on this politically- 
ignorant critic. 

There is a strange self-portrait by George Frampton, the sculptor, 
who designed the Peter Pan statue in Kensington Gardens. It is 
a significant piece of work, which explains exactly why Mr. Frampton 
could never have contributed to the Yellow Book, though he must 
have been in his prime during the period of its appearance. 

There its also a very poor drawing, with a great deal of work put 
in it, of John Ruskin by T. Blake Wirgman. Apparently Ruskin 
was not altogether satisfied with the light in the eyes, and it is 
rumoured that he himself added, in the words of Damon Runyon, 
more than somewhat to the drawing. However that may be, the elfect 
is of a drawing by a very old but extremely painstaking art-student. 
[tis signed “ Herne Hill” after Wirgman’s name, but Ruskin’s friends, © 
seeing the drawing later, recognised the bric-a-brac on the mantelpiece 
and elsewhere, and said ii must have been Denmark Hill.

Protocols of Zion Again 
BUT MR. CARROLL DENIES ANTI-SEMITISM 


The Central Council of the Economic League, which recently pub- 
lished a memorandum on “ German Propaganda in Britain” in which 
the activities of “ The Link” were referred to, has issued a further 
statement on “Link” activities. 

It reports a mecting of the North-West London branch of “ The 
Link” held during the first week in August and declares: “ During 
the meeting our correspondent was handed three pamphlets. One, 

mblazoned with the swastika, emanated from the Imperial Fascist 
eague and was called * The Plan of the Jew.’ Another, apparently 
published under the auspices of the British Union of Fascists, bore 
the tithe “American Jews threaten World War. The third, a 
cyclostyled sheet, gave the names of a number of anti-Jewish organi- 
sations. In short, the three pamphlets distributed at a meeting of 
‘The Link,’ said to be a body concerned only with the promotion 
of better relations between Britain and Germany, were entirely 
devoted to anti-Semitic propaganda.”

Mr. C. E. Carroll, a member of “ The Link ” Council and editor of 
the ANGLO-GERMAN REVIEW, commenting on the Economic League 
memorandum, told a reporter this week: “* The Link’ is in no way 
anti-Jewish—or anti-anything else. It exists solely to foster friendship 
between the British and German peoples.” Mr. Carroll has informed 
the Dai_y Express that “ The Link” and the ANGLO-GERMAN REVIEW 
have a joint expense account. According to the Dairy Hera.p, he 
has now gone to Salzburg “to address a meeting there and give the 
English point of view.” 

Deep resentment over the attacks on “The Link” is expressed 
in the current issue of AcTION, the organ of the B.U.F., which 
describes Sir Samuel Hoare’s allegations of Nazi financial support 
as “disgraceful” and “libellous.” The article 1s headed “Spy 
Mania.” The same issue reports an address by Professor Laurie, 
of “ The Link ” Council, to a local B.U.F. Study Group. According 
to the News CHRONICLE, a number of Fascists are now joining “ The 
Link.” 

The Datty TELEGRAPH and MorninG Post says. that the Inter- 
national Publishing Company, of Berlin, which is closely associated 
with the Nazi Ministry of Propaganda, is planning a widespread dis- 
tribution in this country for Professc Laurie's book, “ The Case for 
Germany,” about which revelations were made last week, and for 
which Professor Laurie said he had received £150 from Germany. 

More “ Link” Resignations 

Last week, members of the Croydon branch of “ The Link ” decided 
to disband because they felt that “ The Link” was not fulfilling its 
purpose. Miss G. Jane P. Roberts, the honorary secretary, told the 
News CHRonIcLE that when she joined the organisation she under- 

stood that its object was to promote friendship between individual 
German and English people. “But it was almost impossible,” she 
said, “to get in touch with any German people.” . 

Another ex-member of “ The Link,” Miss Alison Outhwaite, told 
the Dany Express that the first meeting she went to was last 
November at a South Kensington hotel. A parson was in the chair. 
“A young Englishman spoke who announced that he had worked 
for the German Propaganda Ministry doing broadcasts from Munich. 


He ranted for one hour against our freedom of the press, and 


extolled the German press and the German Government. Anti-Semitic 
pamphlets and literature of the Friends of Franco Spain were handed 
round. One hundred middle-class people were at the meeting. They 
appeared to agree with everything said. I was revolted.” 

Mr. T. P. Conwell-Evans, Secretary of the Anglo-German Fellow- 
‘ship, informed the EVENING STANDARD that his organisation was at 
present “ marking time.” “ We are not holding any meetings or electing 
a tiew Chairman (the late Lord Mount Temple resigned the Chairman- 


ship last November as a protest against the pogroms) until circum- — 


stances become more favourable for our work.” The membership, he 
added, had fallen from about 800 to 700, Forty members had resigned 
in sympathy with Lord Mount Temple. “ We feel that nothing that 


has happened in Germany can make it any less important to promote 
a better understanding between the British and German peoples,” 
said Mr. Conwell-Evans, “ but we are not going to lend ourselves 
to Nazi propaganda.” 


THE STOKE NEWINGTON COCKPIT 
Riot Follows Fascist’s Arrest 


The worst outbreak of Fascist hooliganism in Stoke Newington 
so far, occurred on Sunday, following the arrest of a B.U.F. speaker 
for using insulting words whereby a breach of the peace might have 
been occasioned. The speaker, James Lionel Shepherd, a B.U.F. 
employee, in addressing a crowd at Ridley Road, made an offensive 
reference to the rite of circumcision and was arrested by a police 
inspector, who considered that a breach of the peace was likely in 
view of the resentment of a section of the crowd. Riotous scenes 
followed the arrest, and a number of Jews were attacked and chased 
by Fascist hooligans. One eye-witness reports that a Jewess was 
attacked by a howling mob shouting “Clear out the Jews!” “ Kill 
the Jews!" The police made three further arrests. 

Shepherd, who had previous convictions against him, was sentenced 
on Monday to a fine of £20 or six weeks’ imprisonment.

Need for Vigilance 
‘‘*PACIFISTS AT THE CROSSROADS ” 


Attempts to Inject Anti-Semitism 


{From a Correspondent] 


Let me make it quite clear from the outset: I am absolutely con- 
Vinced that the overwhelming mass of pacifists are decent, kindly 
men and women who sincerely hold their beliefs and are genuinely con- 
cerned for the peace and well-being of their fellow humans throughout 
the world. It is because of my conviction of this that I consider 
that pacifists should be made aware of the direction in which certain 
elements which have crept into their ranks are trying to lead them. 

My acquaintance with the main pacifist organisation in this country, 
the Peace Pledge Union, is of long standing; and comparing it with 
what it was only two years ago, I am conscious of a great and alarming 
chafige. It is that many pacifists have allowed themselves to become 
the unwitting tools of clever Nazi propaganda and all that it involves. 
This | have seen reflected in their writings. I have heard it echoed 
in their discussions and private conversations. 

From desiring peace in the absolute, many pacifists have drifted 
towards the position of desiring appeasement at any price, and from 
that some of them have reached a stage where resistance to aggression 
is itself considered to be a crime. As this view entirely coincides 
with that of the aggressors, such pacifists are apt to be swept along 
in the Nazi and Fascist current towards uncharted and hazardous 
seas. Pacifists who have imbibed this doctrine become receptive to co- 
related ideas which the Nazis wish to spread—in the manner of a 
smoke screen to cover their own actions—such as the existence of 
“ warmongers” who are thwarting Hitler's desire to live at peace. 
Of course, the easiest people to denounce as “ warmongers,” just as it 
is easy to call them capitalists or Communists or, as the Nazis did 
in the early days, to describe them as criminal pacifists, are the Jews. 
Hence pacifists are led to become anti-Semitic; and it is only a short 
step further to becoming first pro-Nazis and then full-blown Fascists. 

1 have seen pacifists pass through one or more of these stages; I 
have heard. pacifists slander Jews and hail Hitler. 1 believe that 
pacifists have a duty to themselves and their consciences to resist 
the attempts that are being made to exploit, for sinister ends, their 
passionate hatred of force. If any pacifists should think this warning 
fantastic, | would call their attention to a statement made by A. K. 
‘Chesterton, a former leading member of the British Union of Fascists 
and Sir Oswald Mosley’s biographer. Chesterton declared, in his 
pamphiet “Why I Left Mosley,” that one of the leader's foreign 
affairs experts advised that the B.U.F. should not attack the Peace 
Pledge Union “because the pacifists may be useful allies in case 
of war.” 

fhe affair of “ The Link” has brought the whole question to a head. 
Whither the pacifists? 

Those who had followed developments were not surprised to find, 
when the P.P.U. issued their “ Peace Service Handbook,” that it listed 
among the organisations working for international friendship “ The 
Link” and the “ Bund zur Pflege Persénlicher Freundschaften mit 
Auslindern,” of Berlin. The former has now been publicly discredited 
by the Home Secretary and by members who are now leaving it in 
disgust and who testify that they found great difficulty in getting in 
touch with Germans other than official Nazi representatives. The 
latier, the “ Bund,” is a body that functions with full approval of the 
Nazi authorities: and pacifists whe seek to obtain German corres- 
pondents in the hope of converting them, may, perhaps, find them- 
se!ves in the position of the young lady of Riga.

The Link” Affair 

Recently, Canon Stuart Morris, Chairman of the P.P.U., wrote to 
the Press denying charges that the organisation had become con- 
sciously or unconsciously a channel for Nazi propaganda. 
pow of view which is being officially proclaimed in Germany— 
owever biassed we may believe it to be—is to be understood,” argued 
Mr.. Morris, “ there is surely at least some advantage in having access 
to such official propaganda. Nothing more is suggested or implied 
in the Handbook.” But surely it is hardly necessary to join the 
olficially-approved “ Link” in order to discover the Nazi viewpoint. 
Their viewpoint is weil known to all of us, and their propaganda 
is all-pervading and inescapable. | 

Of course, the “ P.P.U. is not a pro-Nazi or anti-Semitic organisa- 
tion.” The public will believe that even without Mr. Morris’s assur- 
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ance. What is causing ground for uneasiness is the danger pac fists 
are faced with, as a result of their very honesty and single-mindedness, 
of allowing themselves to be manceuvred into becoming anti-Semitic 
by unscrupulous and persistent agitators. Canon Morris now reveals 
that he is himself a member of the “Link,” although he does not 
attend “Link” meetings. He stated in an interview with the News 
CHRONICLE last week that he had no objection to the attempts of Nazi 
propaganda to persuade Britain that Germany had a case, and thought 
there should be a great deal more appeasement and concession-mak ing 
to Hitler. He did not think there was any evidence that the disintegra- 
tion of Austria and Czecho-Slovakia was due to German propaganda, 
and he again denied that his organisation was allowing itself to 
be used by Goebbels. He said that he thought the evidence against 
the “Link.” insufficient. In a further statement to the News 
CHRONICLE this week, however, Canon Morris asserted in a more down- 
right manner that the P.P.U. had no official connection with 
the “ Link,” did not stand for its policy, and had no sympathy with 
anti-Semitism. The P.P.U. did not believe in buying peace at the 
expense of the smaller nations, he added. In general, it advocated 
individual freedom and self-government of the people, and there{ore 
could not support Fascism, Nazism, or Imperialism. 


B.U.F. Penetration 


This more direct line is echoed by Mr. Andrew Stewart, who 
declares in an editorial article in the current issue of the P.P.U-. 
weekly, Peace News, that if the “Link” were proved conclusively 
to be an agency of Dr. Goebbels, “ members of the P.P.U. who con- 
tinued to belong to it would be well advised to give some serious 
thought to the implications of their Peace Pledge, and the same advice. 
seems to be desirable for those who think that membership of the 
B.U.F. is compatible with membership of the P.P.U. Speaking 
personally,” he adds, “I think it is impossible to be a Fascist and a 
pacifist at the same time. Folk who think differently I regard as 
muddle-headed.”’ 

It should be pointed. out that the onlv test for members of the 
P.P.U.—given at 127,000—is the signing of the Peace Pledge. However. 
according to the NEWS CHRONICLE, one Fascist who joined had his 
subscription returned. The same paper declared that Fascists were 
at present trying to make contact with the P.P.U.; and the recent 
abortive attempt to form a “Peace Front” in Southend comprising 
the B.U.F., the P.P.U., and “ The Link ” is well known. 

“The word pacifist is used currently in two rather different mean- 
ings,” Mr. Stewart continues. “To describe those who will not fight 
or in any way participate in-preparations for war; and . . . to describe 
those who subscribe to a certain all-embracing philosophy of lite. 
] suggest that, measured by either of these meanings, Fascism must be 
rejected. Fascism must be repugnant to the simple war-resister .. . 
because it glorifies militarism and war and because Fascist dreams 
of dominion keep the world constantly apprehensive of war. Fascism 
must be repugnant to the pacifist-philosopher because it rejects his 
principles in favour cf others that are incompatible with them. Where 
he stands for the integrity of each individual, the Fascist demands 
that individual personality be subjugated to ... the State. Where the 
pacifist abjures violence’ in his relations with his fellows, the Fascist 
asserts the superior virtue of the strong. While for the pacifist all men 
are bound by spiritual unity and equality, for the Fascist there are 
Superior Races and Chosen Peoples.” 


“The Voice of Goebbels ” 


The pacifists are now at the crossroads, Mr. Stewart considers, and 
their future course will be difficult. For they must try “ to satisfy the 
German people's genuine needs” and at the same time “not appear 
to condone the inhumanities and injustices committed by the Nazi 
Government in their name”; they wish to “end Fascism as a social 
ae ee yet “not lend themselves to anti-German hate propa- 
ganda.” 

Mr. Stewart aptly sums up the spiritual dilemma in which pacilists 
now find themselves; and their choice of the “crossroads” in the 
immediate future is going to be one of considerable importance. Mr. 
Stewart himself has rejected one of these roads—the Fascist one—as 
beir.g incompatible with the pacifist’s faith. But other pacifists are 
taking it. In the last two issues, Miss Ethel Mannin has contributed 
articles attacking “anti-Fascist atrocity propaganda” and accusing 
Jewish racial feeling and Jewish interest vested in big business and the 
Press as being largely responsible for it. She describes the Jew as 
being “ prepared to plunge the world into mass-slaughter in the hope 
of destroying an evil which persecutes his race.” Alleged atrocities 
committed against Jews by the Nazis, she says, cause a tremendous 
outcry throughout the democratic countries, while British atrocities 
against Palestine Arabs are discounted. 

., »hese words have a familiar ring. As one correspondeat writes: 

I seem to hear the voice of Dr. Goebbels.” 

Ethel Mannin is not an isolated phenomenon within the pacifist 
movement. Last year, I heard similar attacks on “ Jewish international! 
finance” made at a P.P.U. meeting by Dr. Faithfull, one of the 
champions of the Van Zeeland economic plan. 

Can pacifists square anti-Semitism and pro-Fascism with their creed? 
Assuredly not, as Mr. Stewart has shown. The vast mass of the 
P.P.U.'s members, non-Jews and Jews—and the organisation has a 
number of Jewish members; Peace News, we learn, is now displayed 
at the Hebrew University Library, Jerusalem—would be aghast at the 
thought that the movement might be led towards an end directly 
opposite to that of its original founders, who denounced the glorifica- 
tion of aggression. It is for them to take stock of the situation and 


to exercise the utmost vigilance in order to avoid becoming the tools 
of the real war-mongers and disruptors. ce

KASHER MEAT CONTROVERSY 
IN GLASGOW 


Representative Committee’s Meeting 
ATTEMPT TO SUPPLANT SHECHITA BOARD 


Public Gathering Appoints New Body 


[From our Correspondent] 


The controversy over Shechita affairs went a step further at the 
week-end, when the recently-appointed Jewish Representative 
Committee held a public meeting in the Dixon Halls. 

As at the previous public meeting held by the Board of Shechita, 
interruptions were frequent, and the Chairman, Mr.'H. Shulman, had barely 
opened the meeting when a member of the public took exception to. his 
statement that the Board of Shechita were ™ self-elected.” 

“We want to build, not to break,’ Mr. Shulman declared. “ We are 
not taking the part of the butchers. We are not against the present 
Board of Shechita individually but against the way they were elected. It 
is not an elected body. If we act tactfully.’ continued Mr. Shulman, 
“we can trust and deal with the butchers. They are not complaining 
so much about the proposed 2s. 6d. increase in the cost of slaughtering 
but about the treatment they receive.” 

Mr. M. Balon, who also alleged that the Board of Shechita was not demo- 
cratically elected, outlined the activities that had ied to the mee ing. 

After eleven years, said Mr. Balon, the Board of Shechita were consider- 
ing granting more licences and reducing the price of meat. Five, years 
ago, when approached, they refused to grant more licences. “We feel 
the present Board of Shechita have failed in their duty.” (Your corres- 
pondent later learned that two Executive officers of the Board of Shechita 
were approached with a view to their accepting office if a new Board 
should be elected.) 

“If it is your wish,” Mr. Balon continued, “ we will ask the present Board 
of Shechita to resign and we will form a new, democratic one.’ Mr. Balon 
said they would elect fifteen to twenty from the body of the. meeting and 
then Synagogues and organisations would be allowed to send delegates to 
a meeting at which the new Board would be formally constituted. 


Butchers Give a Verbal Guarantee 


Several members of the public asked pertinent questions on the issues 
involved. and replies were given by Mr. Balon. But some questions went 
unanswered, such as what would be the position of the proposed new 
Roard if it was not recognised by the Chief Rabbi; what would be the 
position if the present Board of Shechita refused to-.resign; and would 
the butchers give their allegiance to the new Board if. the latter found 
it necessary to charge nerhaps 20s. for the slaughtering of a bullock. At 
the conclusion of the meeting, your correspondent fearned that the butchers 
had given a verbal, but not a written, guarantee that they would support 
the new Board. 

In’ his reply to the questions, Mr. Balon said that if a new Board were 
elected they would take steps to ensure that the price of meat would not 
be increased: the butchers would not be allowed to have a monopoly. 

The following resolution was moved from the platform by Mr. I. Kallin 
and seconded by Mr. S. Ginsburg: 

* That this meeting, comprised of members of the Glasgow Jewish Com- 
munity, being consumers of kasher meat, disapproves of the action of the 
present Board of Shechita, and resolves, at this meeting, arranged by the 
Special Jewish Representative Committee, to proceed immediately to: clect 
from the public a new governing body to take charge of all affairs in 
connection with the management of the Board of Shechita, and supervise 
same to the satisfaction of the Jewish public to whom they should be 
responsible at ali times,” 


In moving a direct amendment from the body of the hall, Mr. B. 
Shenkin stated that the present Board of Shechita was fully representative 
of the Community, consisting as it does of delegates from Synagogues, 
friendly societies, and other senior organisations. It was absurd, he said, 
that the Special Representative Committee should have asked the Board to 
come to them. They, the Representative Committee, should have gone 
to the Board of Shechita and stated their claims. The amendment, seconded 
by Mr. B. Gerber, was overwhelmingly defeated, securing only 27 votes 
from the 250 people present. ! 

With the voté taken, the public interest seemed to have waned, and the 
people were filing out of the hall as the platform party sought twenty- 
five members of the public willing to come on to the new committee. 

Speakers from the platform could be heard asking, “ Mr. So and So, will 
you come on to the committee? ” 

In the meantime direct action has been taken by the existing Board of 
Shechita who, on Sunday, came to a decision to grant more licences for 
butchers in Glasgow. : 


A series of winter functions are being arranged by the Social Com- 
mittee of the Odessa Lodge of the Grand Order of Israel.

No further announcement has so far been made about temporary 
facilities for members at the Jewish Institute, at which a fire occurred 
recently, and, in the meantime, the Jewish ex-Servicemen’s Branch of the 
British Legion have generously thrown open their premises, in Abbotsford 
Place, to the Institute members. Mr. L. Kaplan, the Institute General 
Secretary, is in attendance at the Legion rooms to accept contributions from 
members and lady associate members. 


Over 300 children from the Talmud Torah, and its Hillington and Buchan 
Street branches, were taken for a day’s outing to Ayr. Included in the 
party were the children from the Gertrude Jacobson Orphanage. The 
children from the Garnethill Refugee Hostel were taken for a day’s visit 
to Rothesay and Ettrick Bay last week. The treat was made possible by 
the generosity of Mrs. F. Nettler, who defrayed all the expenses.

HOME FOR AGED JEWS AND 
HOME OF REST

The first meeting of the newly-elected Board of Management was 
held at the Home last week, with Mr. Maurice Myers in the Chair. 
Regret was expressed at the passing of Mr. Moses Myers, of Harro- 
gate, a treasured [riend of the Home, whose generosity and interest 
had never flagged. 

The Chairman welcomed the new Treasurer, Mr. I. Goldberger, 
Mr. I. Brill, the Hon. Secretary, Mr. M. Zermansky, the Vice-Chair- 
man, and the Committee, whose new members included Messrs. M.

A happy atmosphere prevails at the Myer Kersh Hostel in Waterloo 
Road, Cheetham, where, under the auspices of the Manchester 
Women’s Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, sixteen Getman-Jewish girls were 
recently accommodated. They are all between the ages of fourteen 
and fifteen, and were formerly fellow-pupils in the Yavneh Jewish 
High School in Cologne. As a result of the initiative of the School's 
Headmaster, Dr. E. Klibansky, whole classes of girl pupils are being 
brought over to England in the company of the teachers under whom 
they studied in Cologne. 

The girls are at present receiving instruction in Hebrew and English, 
and arrangements are being made for them to enter the Manchester 
Jews’ School at the end of the month. On leaving school, they will 
be placed as trainees with a view to their emigration to other 
countries. 

The children's parents in Germany have shown a fine example of 
harmony and co-operation. The greater part of the furniture and 
equipment at the hostel has been given by the parents. The girls 
also came to Manchester well supplied with clothes, linen, etc. The

Now that is. { submit,-at least a good plain meal! True, there is 
nothing “Frenchified” about it, but I once found that “ Timbales 
Talleyrerd a la Marie Antoinette’ were a couple of mincemeat rissoles! 
The ever-present difficulty is the impossibility of mixing meat and milk 


dishes, and it is this that accounts for so many of the mild protests about the 


apparent sameness of the menus. 

Discussing Jewish dietary difficulties with Chief Stewards Hampton and 
Grace, I explained some of the stumbling-blocks confronting those who 
are out to please the Orthodox Jewish passenger. A Kasher-eating traveller 
had asked for caviare and seemed annoyed when it was refused him; he 
was amazed when it was proved to him that the sturgeon, from which 
caviare is obtained, is farbidden to Jews. Mr. Grace inquired as to the 
interval that should elapse between the serving of a meat lunch and milk 
tea, observing that one Jewish supervisor stipulated four hours and another 
but two hours. I told him that I would take the problem up with Dayan 
Abramski. 

Another passenger wanted Kasher ice-cream, pointing out that he had 

attended Jewish functions at the Westminster Palace Rooms and had 
artaken of Kasher ice-cream with meat meals. I concurred in this, 
ecause I have memories of some excellent ice-cream at a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE staff dinner at the same rendezvous. I believe Messrs. Mark 
and Louis Monnickendam have the secret of this ice-cream that can freely 
be served at meat meals. Perhaps they would reveal it to Cunard White 
Star, | suggested. Whereupon a Froomer got up and said that Jewish 
law did not allow anything that. even looked like being milchadik at meat 
meals. There seems no way of pleasing everybody. However, this was 
the compromise: I was to try to get the Monnickendam recipe for ice- 
cream, duly certified by the Beth Din and Kashrus Commission, on to 
Cunard White Star Kasher menus, which should contain a special note 
to the effect that it was of a non-milk nature and could safely be eaten 
after the roast lamb and green peas. At the moment, there is a constant 
juggling with various flavours of water-ice, which I, in common with a 
good many others, do not care for overmuch. 

Poor Messrs. Hampton and Grace—what heroes they were in putting 
up with a hundred and one problems connected with Kashrut with such 
urbanity and tact! They: weré surprised when I told them that the whole 
of the meat and milk regulations spring from the Biblical injunction: 
“ Thou shalt not seethe the kid in its mother’s milk.” The Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia says: “ The threefold repetition of the commandment prohibiting the 
seething of a kid in its mother’s milk (Ex. xxiii, 19; xxxiv, 26; and Deut. 
xiv, 21) is explained by the Rabbis as referring to three distinct prohibi- 
tions: cooking meat and milk together, eating such mixture, and deriving 
any. benefit from such mixture.”

MOTORING NOTES 


MORE SKILLED RECRUITS WANTED 
FOR NATIONAL SERVICE 


Thunderstorm Hints 


The National Service‘Committee of the Retail Motor Industry is 
going ahead with its plans with commendable speed. \ Five well-known 
members of the motor trade have been appointed to command the 
new technical units of the Royal Army Ordnance Corps, Territorial 
Army, which are being raised in various parts of the country. It 
will be the job of these technical units to “ service” the motor vehicles 
used by the Territorial Army Field Force, whose mechanised estab- 
lishments have been recently doubled. pe 

The headquarters of the Field Workshops formed so far are in 
Birmingham, Gloucester, Cheltenham, Brighton, and Southampton, and 
further units’are planned for the County of London, Essex, Lancashire, 
Worcestershire, Angus, and Lanarkshire, with headquarters in London, 
Dagenham, Manchester, Kidderminster, Dundee, and Glasgow. 

Although it is barely. six weeks since the formation of the “ Motor 
Trade’s Own ” was first announced, the position in regard to recruiting 
is highly satisfactory. Most of the recruits come from the motor and 
garage trades, and there is still plenty of room for mechanics and other 
technically-trained men between the ages of eighteen and forty-five. 
Among the skilled recruits wanted are driver-mechanics, electricians, 
fitters, turners, welders, coppersmiths, instrument and wireless 
mechanics, blacksmiths, and heavy-vehicle drivers. Full information 


concerning enlistment and conditions of service can be obtained from 
the nearest T.A. association, from motor-trade employers, or direct 
from the headquarters of the National Service Committee of the Retail 
Motor Industry, Lombard House, Great Charles Street, Birmingham, 
and 7, Park Lane, London, W.1. 


What is the best thing to do if you are caught in a thunderstorm 
while driving? The R.A.C. have gone into this question lately, and 
some of their hints are new to me, so I will pass them on. After 
pointing out that people inside a saloon car are not really exposed to 
danger on account of the “ Faraday Cage” effect of the body and 
chassis, the R.A.C. suggest that it is advisable to slow down, especially 
if you are driving in flat country, because if a trail of rarefied air is 
created in the wake of the car, any electric discharge that happens to 
be tn the neighbourhood is attracted to it. Another tip is to close the 
windows on the side of the car from which the wind is blowing, as 
lightning strokes apparently have a habit of following draughts. 

If you want to take shelter, and there is no garage handy, the safest 
thing to do is to drive under trees which have a smooth bark, such as 
beech, sycamore, or horse chestnut. Rough-barked. trees, like elms, 
oaks, and conifers, should be avoided, and so should clumps of 
trees standing on high ground. 

But, of course, the risk of danger is, in any case, extremely small.

Satisfaction can be obtained from the 
fact that the increase was slight—600 cases in a total of 49,146 dealt with 
—and even this may be part! accounted for by the fact that the number 
of centres of work was also increased, as was the number of inspectors. 
However it is regarded, the report presents a pathetic picture of the least 
understandable of all inhumanities, that of man towards children. Though 
well supported, it is felt that even better work could be done by the Society 
with a larger income.

Are FRECKLES your PROBLEM? 


HAVE received so many letters from 
readers who are setting out on their holidays, 
‘haunted with the fear that they will acquire 

a fresh crop of freckles, that I have decided 
to discuss this problem. Freckles are caused by 
a very complicated chain of medical reasons. 
There is said to be in certain people a quality 
in their blood which, when it is exposed to sun- 
light, oxidises, and thus produces the little 
brown spot we call a freckle. This explains 
why the colouring of the subject is no real 
guide to their vulnerability to freckling. 
People with reddish gold hair were once 
supposed to freckle more readily than 
others, but actually this is not the case. I 
have received too many letters from 
brunettes and blondes, and even women 
with almost black hair, all complaining of 
their freckles, to allow me to imagine that 

the colour of your hair or eyes is really 

a determining factor in the matter. 


Cures and Precautions 


Now, speaking purely personally, I never 
find freckles unattractive. I think they 
lend personality to the kind of woman who 
generally has them. But ! know that many 
freckled women do not share my view and 
are only too anxious to discover means 
of ridding themselves of this annual 
“affliction.” [he application of any safe 
bleaching substance wili help to make the 
freckles faint, so that they may be hidden 
beneath foundation and powder. Also 
those who freckle will find that if they 
use a fairly heavy foundation and a dark 
powder they will freckle easily, 
because their skin will be provided - with 


- an extra layer of protection from the effects 
wf the sun. But before you apply any bleaching 


substance to your skin you must be sure that 
ats effect is not harmful. Test for yourself

in thin slices and lay them over your face 
each evening after you have thoroughly 
cleansed your skin ‘with cleansing cream and 
lotion.

morning, allowing it to dry in. If you want 
to make up a paste against freckles, get some 
starch from the chemist and mix with it 
a little oxygenated water and a few drops 
of ammonia. Spread this on evenly and 
use it in the form of a face mask each 
evening. But don’t forget that most 
bleaching agents are drying to the skin, 
so you must counteract their effect by 
using a good skin food, massaging it into 
your face and neck after you have used 
your freckle paste. In fact, the nourish- 
ment of your skin is really a most essentia! 
precaution for the prevention of freckles. 
It is because in some cases the skin is dry 
and lacking in oil that the freckling takes 
place. 


A Cream or a Hat 


Women who suffer from freckles should 
always wear large shady hats in the sunny 
weather and should avoid having direct 
sun on their faces. Naturally, when you 
are swimming and sunbathing this is an 
almost impossible precaution, and it is at 
these times that you, must be most careful 
to use a really good protective cream and 
use it lavishly on your face, neck, and arms. 
You can get creams that are unaffected even 
by sea water, and which neither run nor smear 
when you bathe. They are the results of very 
detailed research undertaken by cosmetic 
specialists for film stars, who, as you. know, 
have to come up out of the water looking as 
elegantly made up as before they took the 
plunge. For ‘the sufferer from freckles,

TOMATOES 


Cold Dishes 


To skin tomatoes, plunge for one minute into boiling water. The skin 
will then peel off quite easily; use a serrated knife to cut them. 


Tomato Salads 
For a simple salad, skin and slice tomatoes; sprinkle with finely-chopped 
_chives or onion, and dress with French dressing. 

Tomato and horseradish salad : Skin tomatoes and cut in halves. Place 
on a bed of lettuce either on individual plates or in a salad bowl and coat 
them with horseradish cream, which make as follows: Add one tablespoon- 
ful of. vinegar to two tablespoonfuls of finely-grated horseradish: then 
mix in four tablespoonfuls of whipped cream and season with salt and 
cayenne. 

Tomato flower salad: Cut tomatoes into six portions about two-thirds 
down and open out like a flower. Put a stuffed olive or a little mayonnaise 
in the centre and serve on lettuce leaves or small cress. 

Stuffed tomatoes; Stuffed with savoury fillings, tomatoes make an excel- 
lent luncheon course. Cut a slice off the top and scoop out the pulp; season 
the “cup ” with salt and pepper. Use any left-over pulp in soup, stews, or 
sauce. Here are a few suggestions: 

1. Cold cooked vegetables, diced with a little grated onion and dressed 
with any kind of salad dressing. : 

2. - Finely-minced chicked (or veal) and tongue; add a little chopped 
parsley; season to taste and moisten with mayonnaise. 

3. Flaked cooked fish with diced.cucumber, a little tomato pulp, and 
mayonnaise. 

4, Cream cheese mixed with chopped gherkin, olive, or capers, seasoned 
with salt and pepper. Roll into tiny balls; leave one-third plain and roll 
half the remainder in finely-chopped parsley and the rest in finely-grated 
carrot. Put one of each into a tomato cup and place case in a little nest 
of mustard and cress. 

5. Take as many small hard-boiled eggs as large tomatoes. Cut both 
across in halves. Remove pulp and pound it with egg yolks; season with 
anchovy essence, salt, and pepper. Fill up egg whites with the mixture and 
place in tomato cases cut side down. Garnish with crossway fillets of 
anchovy and serve on a dish surrounded with sliced cucumber and tufts 
of watercress. 

Tomato Tartlets 
Two or three firm English tomatoes, 
A. few ‘gherkins. 
Mayonnaise. 

Rus butter into flour: add the cheese; season with salt and cayenne 
and mix to a stiff dough with cold water. Roll out thinly; cut into rounds 
and line patty tins with the paste. Prick the bottom; put a crust of bread 
m each and bake a golden brown. Skin and dice a few firm tomatoes 
and mix with a little mayonnaise. Chill thoroughly; then fill the tartlets 
and surround with a border of finely-chopped gherkins. 


Flour, 4 ozs. 
Grated cheese, 2 ozs. 
Butter, 2 ozs. 


Fresh Tomato Juice Cocktail 
RuB ripe tomatoes through a sieve and to half a pint of juice add one 
tablespoonful each of lemon juice and Worcester sauce, one teaspoonful of 
sugar, and salt to taste. Chill before serving. 


As a Sweet 


SKIN some ripe English tomatoes and cut into slices. Arrange these in 
a glass bowl; sprinkle with castor sugar and pour over the strained juice of 
a lemon. Heap up in the centre some stiffly-whipped cream sweetened 
to taste and flavoured with vanilla, Sprinkle over some finely-chopped 
pistachio nuts and chill thoroughly before serving. | 


Tomato and Banana Pie | 
SKIN and slice some tomatoes and place in a baking dish with an equal 
quantity of sliced bananas; sprinkle with lemon juice; add sugar to taste, a 
grate of nutmeg, and one or two cloves. Cover with pastry and bake in 
a moderate oven.

SUMMER CAMPS AND SCHOOLS 


JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE 
Unaffected by Weather 


‘On the occasion of my visit last Friday to the anuual summer camp 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade at Hawkeshill Farm, on the cliffs facing 
the sea at Kingsdown, Walmer, Kent (writes a representative of The 
JEWISH CHRONICLE), | was amazed to find, in view of the excessive rain 
previously experienced in London, that the camp ground was extremely 
dry, and that, with the exception of a storm on the previous Friday, 
and on the morning of the inspection, the weather had been fine and 
sunny. Evidence of that could be seen on the happy and healthy 
faces of the 850 lads, many of them refugees who were enjoying their 
first holiday under canvas, 

the camp had been prepared some days previously by an adyance pioneer 
party of seniors. The main body, consisting of the Ist and 2nd London 
Battalions, under the command of Cadet Lieut.-Col. M. Braham, with 
their, bands, left Cannon Street Station a fortnight ago to-day by special 
train. Later in the day, the Liverpool contingent of sixty. boys, in charge 
of Capt. B. Moses, arrived in camp. accompanied by their band. . They 
were subsequently joined by Cadet-Major Alan A, Isaac, the Commanding 
Officer. The Norwood Orphanage Company, ‘numbering sixty-three, aiso 
had their band. | 

Cadet-Col. Braham had as his principal officers Cadet Lieut.Col. C. L. 
Magnus, Chief Staff Officer; Cadet-Major E: Jacobi, Adjutant: Cadet- 
Major A. L. Abraham, Quartermaster; the Rev. |. Levy, Minister of the 
Bayswater Synagogue, Chaplain. Cadet-Major J. A, May, the Brigade 
Secretary, and at present Be of the Kitchener Camp at Richborough, 


frequently visited the J.L.B. gamp and helped its organisation in many 


ways. He was accompanied by\R. S. M. Banks. Assistant Camp Director 


class programme of sports for the week. The printed programme was full 
of humour, for which Capt. May is well known. 


Refugee Visitors 


A special feature was a visit paid to the camp by a party of refugees 
from Richborough. A football match was played which ended in a win 
for the J.L.B. by 3 goals to 2. The retugees also .gave a boxing demon- 
stration, and during the week there were boxing and cricket matches with 
neighbouring camps. 

The health of the lads was extremely good, and the services of the 
medical officers were hardly needed. All the bovs attended the daily 
bathing parade. within & few yards of the camp. ‘The oatering, I found 
to be as usual, of a very high standard, the menus being varied every day. 
In this connection, a special tribute must be paid to R. Q. M. S. Berly 
for ‘his valuable services. He is a “ landmark” of J. L. B..camps and has 
countless friends among the boys who have passed through the Brigade 
ranks and in the officers’ mess. 

On Sunday, a party of fifty “ Old Comrades” of the Brigade and their 
friends visited the camp and spent a happy day. There was an interesting 
trio in the camp. They were Battalion Sergeant-Major L. Benjamin, whose 


first J‘L.B. camp was over thirty years ago, and his two sons, Sergeant-_ 


Major A. Benjamin and Sergeant T. Benjamin. Major E. Toff, who has 
not missed a single camp since 1896, was again an active officer. 

Divine services were conduced by the Chaplain every morning and 
evening and were well. attended. On Friday evening, the Synagogue 
marquee, presented to the Brigade in memory of Cadet-Major May's family, 
was filled to capacity with the senior boys. The services for the juniors 
were held in another marquee. The Rev. I. Levy and Capt. J. K. Holtz, 
of Norwood. officiated. The standard of singing was remarkably high. 
On the Sabbath, Mr. Levy preached, stressing the ideals of the Brigade and 
their practical application. 


The nspection 


In consequence of rain on Thursday morning, the usual inspection in 
the open air was abandoned. In its place, a company of four platoons 
paraded in the recreation marquee for inspection by Col. ; 2 
Bowly, C.B., D.S.O., Commandment of the Duke of York's School, Dover.

After congratulating the lads, Col. Bowly made a tour of the camp 
and expressed himself very satisfied with all he had seen. He and other 
visitors were subsequently entertaizged to lunch in the officers’ mess. Col 
Bowly and Major-General Lindsay both praised the work done for youth 
by the Jewish Lads’ Brigade.

Every vear there is an attempt to improve on the previous 
one, and as this year marks the tenth anniversary of the movement and 
the tenth annual camp, it was turned into a jamboree; and there were 
more people present than there have ever been at a Jewish camp in 
England.

The executives, policemen, sanitary officers, etc., 
wear brassards, and were much in evidence on the open day, last Sunday. 

Last week, the Bonim and Bonoth paid a visit to the. Bedford War 
Memorial, where a wreath was laid, a gesture that was much appreciated 
locally. One learns that the marching and discipline of the children 
also made a good impression. 

On the open day, which was also Jewish National Fund Day, a special 
demonstration programme was arranged which mecluded physical training 
by Vatikim (seniors), gymnastics, Palestinjan dances, organised games, 
ge aay training in Hebrew by Gurim (the smallest juniors), and songs

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Investments and Securities 


Business in stock markets remains on an extremely small scale 
but this is only to be expected during the course of the long account 
which marks the peak of the holiday season. There is every reason, 
however, for satisfaction with the tone displayed in almost every 
section. Quotations are remarkably firm. There are practically no 
sellers to be found and dealers find it necessary to mark up prices 
on quite small buying orders. In only one section is there any sign 
of dulness and that is for home railway stocks which are under the 
influence of strike fears on the wages question. Elsewhere, gilt edged 
stocks have recovered slightly and home industrials are firm through- 
out. Of particular interest are the signs of some revival in the more 
speculative sections. Mines are attracting more attention and oils 
show recovery. The outlook for rubber is regarded more favourably 
than for a long time and there is quiet buying of good rubber shares, 
though supplies of stock in the market are exceedingly short. Markets 
_were a little disturbed for a time at the suspension of payments by 
the Amsterdam banking firm of Mendelssohn following the sudden 
death of its managing director Dr. Fritz Mannheimer. The bank 
had extensive commitments in foreign exchange and in connection 
with certain international loans. There was a flurry in the Dutch 
Exchange and some increase in the Continental demand for gold, 
but the position was quickly righted and there have been no serious 
repercussions. Markets as a whole continue to justify optimism and 
to give the impression ihnai much greater activity can be expected 
in the autumn provided politics remain reasonably stable. 


REVIVAL IN MINES 


An interesting feature of markets during the past week has been a 
distinct revival of interest in the South African gold share market, 
particularly in the issues of exploration and.“ developing” companies. 
A stimulus to the market was given by a sharp rise in Western Holdings 
Ss. shares to 13s 6d. on news of the finding of 10.4 dwt. ore over 36 ins. 
in the Toronto No. 1 borehole. This is the most northerly indication 
of the reef yet found and the reef has now been shown over a distance 
of nearly four miles on the property. The movement aroused speculative 
interest which spread to other shares in the tharket such as Venterspost, 
West Wits, Western Reefs, and others. It remains to be seen whether this 
revival of interest can be maintained. It will be a matter of considerable 
importance to the market if there is a sustained return of investment 
‘interest, since it is becoming evident that the difficulties of raising further 
capital under present market conditions may check the continued develop- 
ment of the new gold areas of the Rand at the same rate as in recent 
years. There have already been one or two instances where development 
has been stopped or retarded for this reason. 


COPPER PROFITS 


The quarterly returns of the Roan Antelope and Mufulira Copper Mines 
to June 30 complete the preliminary results of the big Northern Rhodesian 
mines for the past financial year. Roan Antelope estimated profits for 
the June quarter were £314,000 against £244,500 in the June quarter 1938, 
and make £1,372,000 against £1,575,068 for the year. The Mufulira 
quarter's profit was £235,500 against £197,500, and for the year £1,043,000 
against £968,000. The full reports are not due until the end of September, 
but general expectations are that dividends will be maintained, Roan 
Antelope at 20 per cent., and Mufulira at 133 -per cent. for the year. The 
Rhokana figures were issued some weeks ago and also show small decrease, 
and here also the dividend is expected to be maintained at 624 per cent. 
‘The outlook for copper shares at present is regarded as promising, with the 
price of the metal well majntained a little under £45 per ton, while a 
10. per cent. increase in quota to 105 per cent. now coming into force 
will allow the mines to increase their output. Roan Antelope 4s. shares 
stand at 16s. 3d., and Rhokana £1 shares at 11 9-16. Mufulira shares 
are held by Rhokana and by Rhodesian Selection Trust, the 5s. shares 
of which stand at 14s, 9d,

DIVIDEND AND BONUS OF 18 PER CENT. 


The annual general meeting of Watney Combe Reid and Co . Limited, was held 
on August 11 at the Windsor Castle Restaurant, Victoria; 5. 

Col. O. P. Serocold, C.M.G., the: Chairman of the Company, in the course of 
his speech, said: last year I spoke of a case coming before the High Court 
in which the Customs and Excise argued that Magistrates had no power to 
sanction alterations to licensed premises where ground previously unlicensed was 
taken into an extension, but that in such cases it was necessary for the owners 
to apply for a new licence, which would become subject to Monopoly Value. This 
case, which was of great importance to owners of licensed properties who were 
improving their houses, was taken to the Court of Appeal, who decided in favour 
of licensed property owners, With an undertaking such as ours, owning a large 
number of old houses in London, such extensions may well be necessary, and 
should not be hindered by law or by any considerations except the interests of 
the. public. 

AN IMPORTANT DECISION 


A decision of far-reaching importance with regard to assessment of licensed 
houses was given by the House of Lords during the past year. Formerly the gross 
annual value of a public-house was estimated by considering what a . free 
tenant would give by way of rent, but now the wholesaler’s or brewer's com- 
petition has to be regarded in arriving at the rent. This judgment must result 
in an increase in assessments, and so of rates and probably Licence Duties, 
but it is impossible to foretell at present how great the effect will be on our rents 
and our profits. The possibility of increased Licence Duties emphasises the 
need for revision of the scale on which these duties are levied ; a reduction has more 
than once been recognised as overdue by Chancellors of the Exchequer. | 

The Government's promise to bring in legislation with regard to clubs still 
stands, but whilst profuse in pledges the Government persists in failing to honour 
them. 

The Board of Agriculture have asked the National Farmers’ Union and the 
Brewers for suggestions as to stabilising the price of malting barley. The formu- 
lation of a workable scheme has proved most difficult, and the Ministry have 
evolved a stop-gap scheme for the 1939 crop, whereby a cash levy will be raised 
on brewers. This levy will mean a higher cost for our malt, and no part of 
this nor of the increased cost of hops is recoverable from the consumer. 

The Company is empowered to redeem outstanding 54 per cent. debentures 
in September, 1940, at £101. At that date they will amount to £1,544,800 and it 
is the present intention of the board to redeem the whole amount. 


BEER SALES INCREASED 


The decrease in trading profit is largely due to the non-recurrence of profit 
from sales of bonded whisky stocks.

The board recommend that £325,000 be carried to ‘property improvement and 
contingency reserve and that a final dividend of 9 per cent., making 15 per cent 
for the year, and a bonus of 3 per cent. be paid on the deferred ordinary stock.

Now it has been put on at the Duke 
of York's Theatre and has added to its stature by two more scenes— 
true to Biblical precept, not by taking thought. The most attractive feature 
is the picture of the simple. homely, and thoroughly kindly and brave 
Lancashire folk. They are good, honest fun. But the story is composed 
of a favish mixture of thriller ingredients all fairly familiar in the crime 
playwright’s pharmacopeia.

CHAPLIN GETS UNDER WAY 
** A Little Fish Among Sharks ” 


(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


When one gets down te fundamentals in Hollywood, there is 
no other man or woman who has the following of Charles Chaplin. 
In the “ Big ‘City era, he gave us “City Lights,” and when the 
American mass-production machine began to get out of hand, the 
sociological “slap that Chaplin gave it echoed round the world in 
“ Modern Times.” 

if Hollywood was justly proud of the courageous “ Confessions of « 
Nazi Spy,” then “ The Great Dictator ’—written, directed, produced, 
and acted by Chaplin, and now in production—should be the screen 
sensation of next year. An interesting point about this film is that the 
basic script has been in the U.S. Copyright Office at Washington since 
November, 1938. The first page of the manuscript stated briefly: 
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“The Dictator,” by Charles Spencer Chaplin, with a sub-title reading 
“A story of a little fish in a shark-infested ocean.” 

Chaplin has never adhered to scripts, however, when making his 
films. In his case alone it has proved to be the best plan, for many 
new ideas thought out on the set have resulted in some of his best 
scenes in the oye film. 

According to the magazine Timp, the story opens on a Euro 
battlefield in 1912, with Chaplin fighting for Promianis sanheet the 
“Alliars.” The war.over, he returns to the country’s capital and finds 
everything being run by a strutting little man called Hinkle. Whenever 
“Furor” Hinkle appears, everyone cries “Hail!” Hinkle’s co- 
operator is Dictator Mussemup, a man inflated with ego, who stops 
all traffic whenever he wants to tell a risqué story! 

There follows a hilarious “mistaken identity” sequence, where 


Charlie escapes from a concentration camp in a storm trooper’s — 


uniform and is mistaken for the “Furor,” while the real dictator is 
imprisoned as the impostor. Charlie gets involved with Air Minister 
Herring in a Campaign to interfere with the neighbouring State of 
Vanilla. To its people Charlie delivers a speech that sends him back 
to the concentration camp. | 

Depending largely on the outcome of European events, “ The Great 
Dictator,” if it reaches the world’s cinema screens in time, may do 
more to deflate the high wind in the dictators’ sails than all the shell 
fire that can slash the taut fabric of international tension.

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Richard Tauber’s First Appearance 


The Promenade Season began at the Queen's Hall last Saturday 
evening, and the eight weeks promise a number of novelties, excite- 
ments, and innovations. Tuesday evening brought one such innova- 
tion which must have been rather a shock to the old guard of 
Promenaders, Who can remember any previous occasion on which 
a vocalist has sung songs accompanied by piano in the first hal! and 
orchestrally-accompanied operatic arias in the second? Yet that was 
what happened for Richard Tauber, for reasons ‘which one assumes 
to be connected with the broadcasting of the programme. It was 
Tauber’s first appearance at the Proms, as we have been informed 
in various ways, but I found myself wondering whether it was also 
Percy ‘Kahn's first appearance. 1 should not be surprised to learn 
that he had played years ago in a Promenade Concert as a soloist, 
though certainly not within my recollection. . 

Tauber sang three Schubert songs as only Tauber could, and intro- 
duced one of his never-to-be-imitated abrupt pianissimos with the 
usual great éffect. His breathing, however, was not always dependable. 
I was more impressed by Louis Kentner in the Liszt Piano Concerto 
No. 2, and I found myself speculating on the fates that bring such 
a finely sensitive player in association with such fustian stuff. Yet 
he contrived to give it subtlety, and certainly deserved his ovation. 
Under Sir Henry Wood, the orchestra tackled the “ Rosamunde ” 
Overture and the “C Major ” Symphony with all the vigour of Rugby 
players, succeeding in emphasising and dragging into undue promi- 
nence all those passages which need subtlety in order to make them 
tolerable. At times in the last movement one was irresistibly reminded 
of the “symphonic jazz” infection which broke out among dance 
bands not so long ago. Liszt and Schubert are uneasy bedfellows, 
and apparently they can only be made to run in harness by reducing 
Schubert to Liszt's. level!

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BLACK-OUT 
BY AUNTIE 


EXPECT you were alf in bed and asleep 
i other night when there was an experi- 

mental “ black-out ” to test whether London 
and other big towns could be located by air- 
craft if all lights were extinguished. The idea 
of producing artificial invisibility is very old, 
and I turned to my Bible to find it there. 


By THe Rep SEA 


Perhaps the first example of a real black-out 
to be found in the Bible is that at the Red Sea 
when the Egyptians pursued after the Israelites 
and caught up with them near the sea, much 
to the alarm of the fugitives. I have often 
told the story in this columm and I can only 
briefly allude to it now. We are told how a 
pillar of cloud—probably a sandstorm—swept 
round the Israelite camp and hid it all night 
from the Egyptians. On the side of the Israclites 
the moon illuminated the column: “ And there 
was the cloud and the: darkness, yet gave it 
light by night.” While this wall divided the two 
hosts further pursuit was impossible, and the 
respite enabled the Israclites to ford the narrow 
neck of the gulf swept dry by a strong wind. 
When the Egyptians came on, it was to meet 
with disaster as the waters returned. The black- 
out had saved Israel. 


THE STRANGERS 


There is an earlier story in: which a kind of 
black-out appears. This is the narrative of 
the angels who went to Sodom to rescue Lot, 
Abraham's nephew, before the destruction of 
that wicked city. You will recall how the 
inhabitants heard that Lot was entertaining 
Strangers and they assembled in front of his 
house and demanded that his guests should be 
surrendered. Lot refused to violate the laws 
of hospitality which he had learned, no doubt, 
from his association with Abraham, and he 
went to the door to plead with the mob to desist. 
They would not listen to argument and prepared 
to storm the house. It was then that the angels 
dragged Lot back into the house “and they 
smote the men that were at the door of the house 
with blindness, both small and great, so that 
they wearied themselves to find the door.” 


IN DOTHAN 


There is a similar incident in the story of 
Elisha. It is one of the most interesting in 
the whole Bible. Syria warred against Israel. 
Elisha had his own intelligence service and 
he was able to save the King of Israel on more 
than one occasion. The King of Syria was 
anxious to discover the spy and he learned 
that it was Elisha and also that the prophet 
was in Dothan, the township on the road to 
Samaria, where—as we read in Gehesis— 
Joseph found his brethren.. Elisha’s servant 
was up early and found the town surrounded 
by an army, with horses and chariots. He ran 
with the news to Elisha who reassured him with 


_ the memorable words: “Fear not, for they 


that be with us are more than they that be with 
them.” And the servant was granted a vision. 
“ And, behold, the mountain was full of horses 
and chariots of fire round about Elisha.”

So the soldiers were 
given a good meal and sent home. This fine 
treatment had its effect for “ the bands of Syria 
came no more into the land of Israel.”
